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History  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  govennnent  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  boards 
were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business 
previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of 
expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of  office 
was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time 
there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.  Fifteen  members 


were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  city  at  larg-e. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the 
general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while  often 
referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment 
of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis 
system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  pro- 
hibited re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  couiicilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed 
by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine. 
The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six  candidates, 
one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This  law  insures  a 
minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three  members.  In 
1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to 
succe<^d  themselves.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  H,  1952 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  certain  sections  of  General  Ordinance 
No.  74,  194'^,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  Defining  Restaurant  .  .  .  ." 
so  as  to  permit  the  use  of  bulk  milk  containers  with  approved  dis- 
pensing devices  in  restaurants  and  to  establish  requirements  for 
such  bulk  containejs  and  dispensing  devices. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  Item  14  of  general  ordinance  No.  74,  1943,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"Item  14.  Wholesomeness  of  Food  and  Drink. — All  food  and  drink 
shall  be  clean,  wholesome,  free  from  spoilage,  and  so  prepared  as  to 
be  safe  for  human  consumption.  All  milk,  fluid  milk  products,  ice 
cream,  and  other  frozen  desserts  served  shall  be  from  approved 
sources.  Milk  and  fluid  milk  products  shall  be  served  in  the  individual 
original  containers  in  which  they  were  received  from  the  distributor 
or  from  a  bulk  container  equipped  with  a  dispensing  device  approved 
by  the  Health  Officer;  provided,  that  this  requirement  shall  not  apply 
to  milk  or  cream  served  with  coffee,  cereals,  etc.,  which  may  be  served 
from  the  original  container  or  from  any  dispenser,  urn,  or  individual 
container  or  bottle  approved  for  such  service  by  the  Health  Officer. 

"A  bulk  container  used  for  dispensing  milk  shall: 

a.    Comply  w^ith  the   lequirements   of   Item   9,   construction   of 
utensils  and  equipment. 
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b.  No  surfaces  with  which  milk  or  milk  products  come  in  con- 
tact shall  while  in  use  be  accessible  to  manual  contact,  droplet 
infection,  dust,  or  flies,  but  the  delivery  orifice  is  exempted  from 
this  requirement. 

c  All  parts  of  the  dispensing  device  with  which  milk  comes  in 
contact,  including-  any  measuring  device,  shall  be  cleaned  and 
subjected  to  bactericidal  treatment  at  the  milk  plant,  not  at  the 
retail  vendor's  establishment. 

d.  The  dispensing  device  shall  be  filled  and  sealed  with  two 
seals  at  the  milk  plant  in  such  manner  as  to  make  it  impossible 
to  withdraw  any  part  of  its  contents  without  breaking  one  seal 
and  impossible  to  introduce  any  substance  without  breaking  the 
other;  and  the  latter  seal  shall  remain  unbroken  until  the  dis- 
pensing device  returns  to  the  milk  plant. 

e.  It  shall  mix  the  milk  and  cream  thoroughly  and  automatic- 
ally with  each  dispensing  operation.  This  requirement  shall  be 
waived  in  the  case  of  milk  products  which  remain  homogeneous 
without  mixing. 

"A  notice  of  the  lowest  grade  of  milk  served  and  a  notice  of  the 
butterfat  or  milk-fat  content  of  any  milk  product  served  in  lieu  of 
cream  unless  butterfat  or  milk-fat  content  be  eighteen  per  cent  (IS'/r) 
or  more  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place.  Designating  any 
product  containing  less  than  eighteen  per  cent  (18%)  butterfat  or 
milk-fat  as  cream  is  misbranding  and  constitutes  adulteration  under 
the  requirements  of  the  Grade  A  Milk  Ordinance  and  is  a  violation 
of  this   Ordinance — Amended   8-4-48. 

"All  oysters,  clams  and  mussels  shall  be  from  approved  sources, 
and  if  shucked  shall  be  kept  until  used  in  the  containers  in  which  they 
were  placed  at  the  shucking  plant." 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  as  may 
be  provided  by  law.

My  Dear  Mr.  Schumacher: 

As  chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  desires  to  call  to  your  attention  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Hospitals  did  not  sponsor  proposed  General  Ordinance  No. 
6,  1952,  introduced  at  the  Council  meeting  January  21,  1952  and  con- 
siders the  use  of  bulk  milk  dispensers  in  Indianapolis  a  backward  step. 

We  cite  the  following-  objections  to  the  use  of  bulk  milk  dispensers: 

1.  The  outlet  tubing  of  the  proposed  Norris  dispenser  is  held  by 
clips  inside  the  flange  at  the  bottom  of  the  milk  can  where  it  is  subject 
to  contamination  by  surfaces  on  which  the  can  is  placed. 

2.  The  tip  of  the  outlet  tube  will  contain  milk  which  is  exposed 
to  flies  and  dust. 

3.  Can  washing  must  be  done  by  hand,  particularly  the  outlet 
aperture.  Cans  returned  from  city  routes  will  be  Washed  after  raw 
milk  cans  have  been  washed  so  that  the  washing  equipment  will  have 
a  heavy  bacterial  contamination  when  the  cans  from  city  routes  are 
washed. 

4.  Cans  are  filled  by  using  a  manually  operated  valve  which  tends 
to  create  a  foam  on  milk.  This  foam  is  dipped  off  which  exposes  the 
milk  to  contamination.  ^ 

5.  During  rush  hours  there  will  be  a  temptation  to  fill  several 
glasses  of  milk  and  set  these  on  the  counter  where  the  milk  will  be 
exposed  to  dust,  flies  and  droplet  contamination. 

The  above  objections  were  agreed  to  in  a  conference  with  members 
of  the  dairy  and  restaurant  division  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of 
Health. 
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We  liave  to  date  received  only  tive  requests  from  restaurant  operators 
to  permit  use  of  l)ulk  milk  (lisi)ensers. 

If  you  desire  furthei-  inform.ation   on  this  subject  I   shall  be  glad  to 
discuss  the  same  with  you.

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in  repair 
as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  ail  laws  and  ordinances,  adopted 
and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  powers  of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  super- 
vision and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised 
or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said 
Board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions 
made  by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  track,  or 
tracks;   provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
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the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives  any  division   of 
such  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any  statute,  or  otherwise. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  21st  St.  and  the 
1st  Alley  E.  of  21st  St.  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in 
repair  and  free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.

party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  what- 
soever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing 
said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise 
become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  before

the  expense  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part. shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold 
said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and 
all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or 
use  of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs  that  may  on 
that   account   be   rendered   against   the   said   party   or    said   city,   and 
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also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city 
in  defending  against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument 
by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance 
or  with  its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute 
forfeiture  of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this 
permit,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said 
Board  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section    1.    It   shall  be  unlawful  for   the   operator   of   any   vehicle 
to  park  the  same  or  suffer,  permit  or  allow  the  same  to  be  parked 
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at    any   time   upon   certain   parts    of  certain    streets    in    the    City    of 
Indianapolis,  described  as  follows: 

(a)  The  south  side  of  Nelson  Street  from  the  east  curb  line  of 
Shelby  Street  east  to  the  west  curb  line  of  Linden  Street. 

(b)  The  south  side  of  14th  Street  from  the  east  curb  line  of 
Pennsylvania  Street  east  to  the  west  curb  line  of  Delaware 
Street. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating-  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $300.00  to 
which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  180  days.

"milk  producer,"  "pasteurization,"  prohibiting  the  sale  of  adulter- 
ated and  misbranded  milk  ?nd  milk  products,  requiring  permits 
for  the  sale  of  milk  and  milk  products,  regulating  the  inspection 
of  dairy  farms  and  milk  plants,  the  examination,  grading,  labeling, 
pasteurization,  regarding,  distribution,  and  sale  of  milk  and  milk 
products,  providing  for  the  publishing  of  milk  grades,  the  con- 
struction of  future  dairies  and  milk  plants,  providing  for  the 
permit  fees  of  dairies,  retail  and  wholesale  distributors,  the  en- 
forcement of  this   ordinance,  and  the  fixing  of  penalties. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY   OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  DEFINITIONS— The  following  definitions  shall  apply 
to  the  interpretation  and  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 
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A.  MILK Milk    is    hereby    defined    to    be    the    lacteal    secretion, 

practically  free  from  colostrum,  obtained  by  the  complete  milking  of 
one  or  more  healthy  cows,  which  contains  not  less  than  8^/4  percent 
of  milk  solids  not  fat  and  not  less  than  S^A  percent  of  milk  fat. 

A-1.  Goat  Milk— Goat  milk  is  the  lacteal  secretion,  practically 
free  from  colostrum,  obtained  by  the  complete  milking  of  healthy 
goats,  and  shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 
The  word  "milk"  shall  be  interpreted  to  include  goat  milk. 

B.  Milk   fat  or   butter   fat— Milk  fat   or  butter  fat  is  the  fat  of 

milk. 

B-1.  Cream — Cream  is  a  portion  of  milk  which  contains  not  less 
than  18  percent  milk  fat. 

B-2.  Sour  cream — Sour  cream  is  cream  the  acidity  of  which  is 
more  than  0.20  percent,  expressed  as  lactic  acid. 

B-3.  Light  cream,  coflfee  cream,  or  table  cream— Light  cream, 
coffee  cream  or  table  cream  is  cream  which  contains  less  than  30 
percent  milk  f^t. 

B-4.  Whipiiino  cream — Whipping  cream  is  cream  which  contains 
not  less  than  30  percent  milk  fat. 

B-5.  Light  whipping  cream— Light  whipping  cream  is  whipping 
cream  which  contains  less  than  36  percent  milk  fat. 

B-6.  Heavy  cream  or  heavy  whipping  cream — Heavy  cream  or 
heavy  whippirig  cream  is  w^hipping  cream  which  contains  not  less 
than  36  percent  milk  fat. 

B-7.  Half  fend  half— Half  and  half  is  a  milk  product  which  con- 
tains not  less  than  11 V2  percent  milk  fat. 

B-8.  Reconstituted  or  recombined  half  and  half — Reconstituted  or 
recombined  half  and  half  is  a  milk  product  reconstituted  so  as  to  con- 
tain not  less  than  11  ¥2  pei-cent  of  milk  fat. 

B-9.  Whipped  cream — Whipped  cream  is  whipping  cream  to  which 
a  harmless  gas  has  been  added  to  cause  whipping  of  the  product.    It 
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may   also    contain    sug'ar,   other  harmless   flavoring,   and   a   harmless 
stabilizer. 

C.  Concentrated  milk — Concentrated  milk  is  a  fluid  product,  un- 
sterilized  and  unsweetened,  resulting  from  the  removal  of  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  water  from  milk.  When  recombined  with  water 
in  accordance  with  instructions  printed  on  the  container,  the  resulting- 
product  conforms  with  the  standards  for  milk  fat  and  solids  not  fat 
of  milk  as  defined  above. 

C-1.  Concentrated  milk  products — Concentrated  milk  products 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  and  include  homogenized  concentrated  milk, 
vitamin  D  concentrated  milk,  concentrated  skim  milk,  concentrated 
flavored  milk,  concentrated  flavored  drink  and  similar  concentrated 
products  made  from  concentrated  milk  or  concentrated  skim  milk, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  w^hich,  when  recombined  with  water  in  ac- 
cordance with  instructions  printed  on  the  container,  conform  with  the 
definitions  of  the  corresponding  milk  products  in  this  section. 

C-2.  Dry  milk — Dry  milk  is  milk  from  which  nearly  all  the  water 
has  been  removed. 

D.  Skim  milk — Skim  milk  is  milk  from  which  a  sufficient  portion 
of  milk  fat  has  been  removed  tc  reduce  its  milk-fat  content  to  less 
than  S^A  percent. 

D-1.  Nonfat,  fat-free,  or  defatted  milk— Nonfat,  fat-free,  or  de- 
fatted milk  is  skim  milk  which  contains  not  more  than  0.1  percent 
of  milk  fat. 

D-2.  Skim  milk  solids — Skim  milk  solids  shall  be  deemed  to  in- 
clude concentrated  skim  milk  and  non-fat  dry  milk  solids. 

D-3.  Nonfat  dry  milk  solids — Nonfat  dry  milk  solids  is  nonfat 
milk  from  which  nearly  all  the  water  has  been  removed. 

E.  Flavored  milk — A  flavored  milk  is  a  beverage  or  confection 
consisting  of  milk  to  which  has  been  added  a  syrup  or  flavor  made 
from  wholesome   ingredients. 

E-1.  Flavored  drink — A  flavored  drink  is  a  beverage  or  confection 
consisting  of  skim  milk  to  which  has  been  added  a  syrup  or  flavor 
made  from  wholesome  ingredients. 
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E-2.    Flavored   reconstituted    milk— A   flavored   reconstituted    milk 
a  flavored  milk  made  from  reconstituted  milk. 


E-3.  Flavored  reconstituted  drink — A  flavored  reconstituted  drink 
is  a  flavored  drink  made  from  reconstituted  skim  milk. 

F.  Buttermilk— Buttermilk  is  a  fluid  product  resulting  from 
churning  of  milk  or  cream.  It  contains  not  less  than  8V4  percent  of 
milk  solids  not  fat. 

F-1.  Cultured  buttermilk— Cultured  buttermilk  is  a  fluid  product 
resulting  from  the  souring  or  treatment,  by  a  lactic  acid  or  other 
culture,  of  pasteurized  skim  milk  or  pasteurized  reconstituted  skim 
milk.    It  contains  not  less  than  8^/4  percent  of  milk  solids  not  fat. 

F-2.  Cultured  milk— Cultured  milk  is  a  fluid  or  semi-fluid  product 
resulting  from  the  souring  or  treatment,  by  a  lactic  acid  or  other 
culture,  of  pasteurized  milk,  pasteurized  reconstituted  milk,  or  pas- 
teurized concentrated  milk.  It  contains  not  less  than  814  percent  of 
milk  solids  not  fat  and  not  less  than  SV^  percent  of  milk  fat. 

G.  Vitamin  D  milk— Vitamin  D  milk  is  milk  the  vitamin  D  con- 
tent of  which  has  been  mcreased  by  an  approved  method  to  at  least 
400  U.S. P.  units  per  quart. 

G-1.  Fortified  milk  and  milk  products— Fortified  milk  is  milk, 
other  than  vitamin  D  milk,  the  vitamin  and /or  mineral  content  of 
which  has  been  increased  by  a  method  and  in  an  amount  approved  by 
the  health  officer.  Fortified  milk  products  are  those  milk  products 
defined  in  this  ordinance,  other  than  vitamin  D  milk  products,  the 
vitamin  and /or  mineral  content  of  which  has  been  increased  by  a 
method  and  in  an  amount  approved  by  the  health  officer,  and  to  which 
skim  milk  solids  may  or  may  not  have  been  added.  The  label  shall 
contain  the  word  "fortified"  and  shall  clearly  show  the  amount  and 
source  of  each  vitamin  and /or  mineral  added. 

H.  Reconstituted  or  recombined  milk— Reconstituted  or  recom- 
bined  milk  is  a  product  resulting  from  the  recombining  of  milk 
constituents  with  water,  and  which  complies  with  the  standards  for 
milk  fat  and  solids  not  fat  of  milk  as  defined  herein. 
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H-1.  Reconstituted  or  recombined  cream — Reconstituted  or  re- 
combined  cream  is  a  product  resulting*  from  the  combination  of  dry 
cream,  butter,  or  butter  fat  with  cream,  milk,  skim  milk  and /or 
water,  and  which  complies  with  the  milk  fat  standards  of  cream  as 
defined  herein. 

H-2.  Reconstituted  or  recombined  skim  milk — Reconstituted  or 
recombined  skim  milk  is  a  product  resulting  from  the  recombining 
of  skim  milk  consticuents  with  water,  and  which  contains  not  less 
than  8^/4  percent  of  milk  solids  not  fat. 

I.  Homogenized  milk — Homogenized  milk  is  milk  which  has  been 
treated  in  such  manner  as  to  insure  break-up  of  the  fat  globules  to 
such  an  extent  that  after  48  hours  of  quiescent  storage  no  visable 
cream  separatioii  occurs  on  the  milk  and  the  fat  percentage  on  the 
top  1000  milliliters  of  milk  in  a  quart  bottle,  or  of  proportionate 
volume  in  containers  of  other  sizes,  does  not  differ  by  more  than  10 
percent  of  itself  from  the  fat  percentage  of  the  remaining  milk  as 
determined  after  thorough  mixing. 

J.  Milk  products — Milk  products  shall  be  taken  to  mean  and  in- 
clude goat  milk,  cream,  sour  cream,  half  and  half,  whipped  cream, 
concentrated  milk,  concentrated  milk  products,  dry  milk,  skim  milk, 
nonfat  milk,  skim  milk  solids,  nonfat  dry  milk  solids,  flavored  milk, 
flavored  drink,  flavored  reconstituted  milk,  flavored  reconstituted 
drink,  buttei-milk,  cultured  buttermilk,  cultured  milk,  vitamin  D  milk, 
reconstituted  or  recombined  milk,  reconstituted  cream,  reconstituted 
skim  milk,  homogenized  milk,  and  any  other  product  made  by  the 
addition  of  any  substance  to  milk  or  to  any  of  these  milk  products 
and  used  for  similar  purposes  and  designated  as  a  milk  product  by 
the  health  officer. 

K.  Pasteurization — The  terms  "pasteurization,"  "pasteurized,"  and 
similar  terms  shall  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  process  of  heating  every 
particle  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  at  least  143°  F.,  and  holding  at 
such  temperature  continuously  for  at  least  30  minutes,  or  to  at  least 
161°  F.,  and  holding  at  such  temperature  continuously  for  at  least 
15  seconds,  in  approved  and  properly  operated  equipment:  Provided, 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  definition  shall  be  construed  as  dis- 
barring any  other  process  which  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  equally 
efficient  and  is  approved  by  the  State  health  authority. 
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L.  Adulterated  and  misbranded  milk  and  milk  products — Any  milk 
or  cream  to  which  water  has  been  added,  or  any  milk  or  milk  product 
which  contains  any  unwholesome  substance,  or  which  if  defined  in  this 
ordinance  does  not  conform  with  its  definition,  shall  be  deemed  adult- 
erated. Any  milk  or  milk  product  which  carries  a  grade  label  unless 
such  grade  label  has  been  awarded  by  the  health  office  and  not 
revoked,  or  which  fails  to  conform  in  any  other  respect  with  the 
statements  on  the  label  shall  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded. 

M.  Milk  producer — A  milk  producer  is  any  person  who  owns  or 
controls  one  or  more  cows,  a  part  or  all  of  the  milk  or  milk  products 
from  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

N.  Milk  distributor — A  milk  distributor  is  any  person  who  offers 
for  sale  or  sells  to  another  any  milk  or  milk  products  for  human  con- 
sumption as  such. 

0.  Producer-distributor — A  producer-distributor  is  a  milk  producer 
who  is  also  a  milk  distributor. 

P.  Dairy  or  dairy  farm — A  dairy  or  dairy  farm  is  any  place  or 
premises  where  one  or  more  cows  are  kept,  a  part  or  all  of  the  milk 
or  milk  products  from  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

P-1.  Producer  dairy — A  producer  dairy  is  a  dairy  farm  which 
sends  milk  or  cream  to  a  milk  plant  for  processing. 

P-2.  Milk  hauler — A  milk  hauler  is  any  person,  other  than  a  milk 
producer  or  a  milk  plant  employee,  who  transports  milk  and /or  milk 
products  to  or  from  a  milk  plant  or  a  collecting  point. 

Q.  Milk  plant— A  milk  plant  is  any  place  or  premises  or  estab- 
lishment where  milk  or  milk  products  are  collected,  handled,  processed, 
stored,  bottled,  pasteurized,  or  prepared  for  distribution,  except  an 
establishment  where  milk  or  milk  products  are  sold  at  retail  only. 

R.  Health  officer— The  term  "health  officer"  shall  mean  the  health 
authority  of  the  municipality  of  Indianapolis  or  his  authorized  repre- 
sentatives. 

S.  Average  bacterial  plate  count,  direct  microscopic  count,  and 
cooling    temperature— Average    bacterial    plate    count    and    average 
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direct  microscopic  count  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  logarithmic  aver- 
age, and  average  cooling  temperature  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the 
arithmetic  average,  of  the  respective  tests  results  of  the  last  f our 
consecutive  samples,  taken  upon  separate  days,  irrespective  of  the 
6-month  period  referred  to  in  section  6. 

T.  Person — The  word  "person"  shall  mean  any  individual,  part- 
nership, corporation,  company,  trustee,  or  association. 

U.  And/or — Where  the  term  "and/ or"  is  used,  "and"  shall  apply 
where  possible,  otherwise  "or"  shall  apply. 

Section  2.  THE  SALE  OF  ADULTERATED,  MISBRANDED  OR 
UNGRADED  MILK  OR  MILK  PRODUCTS  PROHIBITED— No  per- 
son shall  within  the  municipality  of  Indianapolis  or  its  police  juris- 
diction, pro(kice,  sell,  oifer  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession 
with  intent  to  sell,  any  milk  or  milk  product  which  is  adulterated, 
misbranded,  or  ungraded.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  else- 
where than  in  a  private  home,  to  have  in  possession  any  adulterated, 
misbranded,  or  ungraded  milk  or  milk  products,  PROVIDED:  That 
in  an  emergency  the  sale  of  ungraded  pasteurized  milk  or  milk 
products  may  be  authorized  by  the  health  officer. 

Adulterated,  misbranded,  and/or  improperly  labeled  ungraded 
milk  or  milk  products  may  be  impounded  by  the  health  officer  and 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  State  Law. 

Section  3.  PERMITS— It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
bring  into,  send  into,  or  receive  into  the  municipality  of  Indianapolis 
or  its  police  jurisdiction  for  sale,  or  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  therein, 
or  to  have  in  storage  where  milk  or  milk  products  are  sold  or  served, 
any  milk  or  milk  products  defined  in  this  ordinance,  who  does  not 
possess  a  permit  from  the  health  officer  of  the  municipality  of 
Indianapolis. 

Every  milk  producer,  milk  hauler,  milk  distributor,  and  operator 
of  a  milk  plant  shall  secure  a  permit.  Only  a  person  who  complies 
with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
and  retain  such  a  permit.  Permits  shall  not  be  transferable  with 
respect  to  person  and /or  locations. 
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Such  a  permit  may  be  temporarily  suspended  by  the  health  officer 
upon  violation  by  the  holder  of  any  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  or 
for  interference  Vv^ith  the  health  officer  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  or  revoked  by  the  Mayor  after  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing 
by  the  health  officer  upon  serious  or  repeated  violations. 

Section  aA.  PERMIT  FEES— The  permit  fee  for  the  sale  or 
disposal  of  milk  or  milk  products  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Each  milk  distributor  engaged   in   the   distribution   of  pasteurized 
milk  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
a  distributor's  permit  fee  of  three  cents  per  hundred  weight  for  all 
milk  and  milk  products  received   and  processed   as  defined  in  these 
articles  except  sweet  cream  purchased  as  such  for  market  in  which 
case  the  fee   shall  be  one  and  one-half  cents  per  pound  butter  fat. 
Such  milk  distributors'  milk  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Controller  of 
the   City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  income  derived  therefrom  shall  be 
used  only  in  the  execution  of  the  provisions   of  this  ordinance.    The 
City  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
income  derived  from  the  fees  in  a  separate  account  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Hospitals, 
and  any  balance  accruing  at  the  end  of  the  year  shall  be  retained  in 
this  account  and  used  only  as  provided  in  this  ordinance.    These  fees 
shall  be  based  on  the  net  weight  of  all  milk  and  milk  products  received 
and  purchased  by  the  distributors.   Each  distributor  shall  on  or  before 
the  tenth  (10th)  and  twenty-fifth  (25th)   of  each  month,  file  with  the 
Health  Officer,  on  a  form  provided  by  him,  a  statement  in  duplicate, 
of    the   number    of   pounds    of    milk    received    during    the    preceding 
periods  and  the  classified  usage  of  the  milk  and  cream  as  defined  in 
this  ordinance.    The  periods  referred  to  herein  shall  be  from  the  first 
(1st)   to  the  fifteenth   (15th)   both  inclusive,  and  from  the  sixteenth 
(16th)   to  the  last  day,  both  inclusive,  of  each  month.    The  payment 
for  the  first  period  of  each   month   shall  be  made   on   or  before   the 
tenth  (10th)   day  of  the  next  succeeding  month  and  the  payment  for 
the  second  period  of  each  month  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  twenty- 
fifth   (25th  day  of  the  next  succeeding  month.    The  Health  Officer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  investigate  the  correctness  and  accuracy  of  the 
returns  of  reports  required  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  access  at 
all  reasonable  times  to  all  books  and  documents  bearing  on  the  amount 
of  milk  and  milk  products  received  and  sold;  provided  that  such  in- 
formation shall  not  be  disclosed  or  made  public. 
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Section  4.  LABELING — All  bottles,  cans,  packages,  and  other 
containers  enclosing  milk  or  any  milk  product  defined  in  section  1  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  plainly  labeled  or  marked  with  (1)  the  name 
of  the  contents  :\s  given  in  the  definitions  in  this  ordinance;  (2)  the 
word  'reconstituted"  or  "recombined"  if  included  in  the  name  of  the 
product  as  given  in  the  definitions;  (3)  the  grade  of  the  contents; 
(4)  the  word  "pasteurized"  only  if  the  contents  have  been  pas- 
teurized; (5)  the  word  "raw"  only  if  the  contents  are  raw;  (6)  the 
phrase  "for  pasteurization"  if  the  contents  are  to  be  pasteurized; 
(7)  the  name  of  the  producer  if  the  contents  are  raw,  and  the  identity 
of  the  plant  at  which  the  contents  were  pasteurized  if  the  contents 
are  pasteurized;  (8)  in  the  case  of  Vitamin  D  milk  or  milk  pro- 
ucts,  the  designation  "Vitamin  D",  the  source  of  the  vitamin  D, 
and  the  number  of  units  per  quart;  (9)  in  the  case  of  concentrated 
milk  or  milk  products,  the  volume  of  water  to  be  added  for  recom- 
bining;  and  (10)  the  words  "skim  milk  solids  added"  and  the  per- 
centage added,  if  such  solids  have  been  added:  Provided,  That  only 
the  identity  of  the  producer  dairy  shall  be  required  on  cans  delivered 
to  a  milk  plant  which  received  only  one  grade  of  raw  milk  for  pas- 
teurization and  which  immedi-Hely  dumps,  washes,  and  returns  the 
cans  to  the  producer  dairy. 

The  label  or  mark  shall  be  in  le iters  of  an  approved  size,  kind,  and 
color  and   -;hall  contain  no  marks  or  words  which  are  misleading. 

Homogenized  milk  or  homogenized  cream  shall  not  be  mixed  with 
milk,  skim  milk,  or  cream  which  has  not  been  homogenized,  unless 
the  product  is  labeled  "homo^'cnized"  and  conforms  with  the  stand- 
ards for  homogen^'zation  in   Section  1    (I). 

Section  5.  INSPECTION  OF  DAIRY  FARMS  AND  MILK 
PLANTS — Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit  and  at  least  once  every 
6  months  thereafter,  the  health  officer  shall  inspect  all  dairy  farms 
and  all  milk  plants  whose  milk  or  milk  products  are  intended  for 
consumption  within  the  municipality  of  Indianapolis,  or  its  police 
jurisdiction:  Provided,  That  the  health  officer  may  accept  the  re- 
sults of  periodic  industry  inspections  of  producer  dairies  which  he 
has  checked  periodically  and  found  satisfactory.  In  case  the  health 
officer  discovers  the  violation  of  any  requirement  he  shall  make  a 
second  inspection  after  a  lapse  of  such  time  as  he  deems  necessary 
for  the  defect  to  be  remedied,  but  not  before  the  lapse  of  3  days  and 
the  second  inspection  shall  be  used  in  determining  compliance  with  the 
requirements   of  section   7    of  this   ordinance.      Any   violation    of   the 
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same   requirement   of   this   ordinance    on    such    reinspection    shall   call 
for  immediate  degrading-,  suspension   of  permit  and/or  court   action. 

One  copy  of  the  inspection  report  shall  be  posted  by  the  health 
officer  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  an  inside  wall  of  one  of  the  dairy 
farm  or  milk  plant  buildings,  and  said  inspection  report  shall  not  be 
defaced  or  removed  by  any  person  except  the  health  officer.  Another 
copy  of  the  inspection  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  the 
health  department. 

Every  milk  producer  and  distributor  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
health  officer,  permit  him  access  to  all  parts  of  the  establishment, 
and  every  distributor  shall  furnish  the  health  officer  upon  his  re- 
quest, for  official  use  only,  a  true  statement  of  the  actual  quantities 
of  milk  and  milk  products  of  each  grade  purchased  and  sold,  together 
with  a  list  of  all  sources,  records  of  inspections  and  tests,  and  re- 
cording  thermometer   charts. 

Section  6.  THE  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  AND  MILK  PROD- 
UCTS— During  each  6-months  period  at  least  four  samples  of  milk 
and  cream  from  each  dairy  farm  and  each  milk  plant  shall  be  taken 
on  separate  days  and  examined  by  the  health  officer:  Provided,  That 
in  the  case  of  raw  milk  for  pasteurization  the  health  officer  may  ac- 
cept the  test  results  of  laboratories  which  he  has  checked  periodically 
and  found  satisfactory.  Samples  of  other  milk  products  shall  be 
taken  and  examined  by  the  health  officer  at  least  once  during  each 
6  months  period.  Samples  may  be  taken  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
final  delivery  of  the  milk  or  milk  products.  Samples  of  milk  and 
milk  products  from  stores,  cafes,  soda  fountains,  restaurants,  and 
other  places  where  milk  or  milk  products  are  sold  shall  be  examined 
as  often  as  the  health  officer  may  require.  All  proprietors  of  such 
places  shall  furnish  the  health  officer,  upon  his  request,  with  the 
names  of  all  distributors  from  whom  their  milk  and  milk  products 
are  obtained.  Bacterial  plate  counts,  direct  microscopic  counts,  coli- 
form  determinations,  phosphatase  tests,  efficiency  of  bactericidal  treat- 
ment, and  other  laboratory  and  screening  tests  shall  confoi-m  to  the 
procedures  in  the  latest  edition  of  "Standard  Methods  for  the  Exami- 
nation of  Dairy  Products"  recommended  by  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  current  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 
Examinations  may  include  such  other  chemical  and  physical  deter- 
minations as  the  health  officer  may  deem  necessary  for  the  detection 
of  adulteration.

Whenever  the  average  bacterial  count,  the  average  cooling  tem- 
perature, or  more  than  one  of  the  last  four  coliform  counts  of  sam- 
ples taken  on  separate  days  is  beyond  the  limit  for  the  grade  then 
held,  the  health  officer  shall  send  written  notice  thereof  to  the  person 
concerned  and  shall  take  an  additional  sample,  but  not  before  the 
lapse  of  3  days  for  determining  a  new  average  in  accordance  with 
section  1(S).  Violation  of  the  grade  requirements  by  the  new  average, 
or  by  any  subsequent  average  during  the  remainder  of  the  current 
6-months  period,  shall  call  for  immediate  degrading,  suspension  of 
the  permit  and /or  court  action,  unless  the  last  individual  result  is 
within  the  grade  limit. 

In  case  of  violation  of  the  phosphatase  test  requirement,  the  prob- 
able cause  shall  be  determined  and  corrected  before  milk  or  milk 
products  from  the  plant  concerned  can  again  be  sold  as  pasteurized 
milk  or  milk  products. 

Section   7.    THE  GRADING  OF   MILK   AND  MILK  PRODUCTS 

— An  immediate  notice  of  any  degrading  or  regrading  of  milk  and 
milk  products  delivered  by  any  distributor  and  ultimately  consumed 
within  the  municipality  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  reported  in  the 
press  by  the  health  officer.  Grades  shall  be  based  on  the  following- 
standards,  the  grading  of  milk  products  being  identical  with  the 
grading  of  milk,  except  that  the  bacterial  count  standards  shall  be 
doubled  in  the  case  of  cream  and  half  and  half  and  omitted  in  the 
case  of  sour  cream,  buttermilk,  cultured  buttermilk  and  cultured 
milk,  Vitamin  D  milk  shall  be  only  of  Grade  A  pasteurized,  certified 
pasteurized.  The  grade  of  a  milk  product  shall  be  that  of  the  lowest 
grade  milk  or  miik  product  used  in  its  preparation. 

CERTIFIED  MILK-RAW— Certified  milk-raw  is  raw  milk  which 
conforms  with  the  latest  requirements  of  the  American  Association  of 
Medical  Milk  Commissions  in  force  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this 
ordinance,  and  is  produced  under  the  supervision  of  a  medical  milk 
commission  reporting  monthly  to  the  health  officer  and  of  the  State 
health  authority  or  of  the  municipal  or  county  health  officer  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

GRADE  A  RAW  MILK  FOR  PASTEURIZATION— Grade  A  raw 

milk  for  pasteurization  is  raw  milk  from  producer  dairies  conform- 
ing with  all  the  following  items  of  sanitation,  and  the  bacterial  plate 
count   or  the   direct  microscopic   clump  count   of  which   as   delivered 
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from  the  farm  does  not  exceed  200,000  per  milliliter,  as  determined 
in   accordance   with   section   6. 

Item  Ir.  Cows,  health — All  milk  for  pasteurization  shall  be  from 
herds  which  are  located  in  a  modified  accredited  tuberculosis-free 
area  as  determined  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  which  have  been  tested  for  tuber- 
culosis not  more  than  6  years  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance 
and  at  least  every  6  years  after  such  test:  Provided,  That  if  located 
in  an  area  that  fails  to  maintain  such  accredited  status  or  that  has 
an  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  excess  of  0.2  percent,  such 
herds  shall  be  accredited  by  said  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  as  tu- 
berculosis-free or  shall  have  passed  an  annual  tuberculin  test.  All 
addition  to  such  heards  shall  be  free  from  tuberculosis.  Said  tests  and 
re-tests  shall  be  made  and  any  reactors  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  the  latest  requirements  approved  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  for  tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  herds  in  effect  as  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance.  A  certificate  identifying  each  animal,  signed  by  the 
Veterinarian  or  attested  to  by  the  health  officer  and  filed  as  directed 
by  the  health  officer,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  above  test. 

Within  5  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  all  milk  and 
milk  products  for  pasteurization  shall  be  from  herds  certified  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  as  following  either  Plan  A  or 
Plan  B  approved  by  the  BAI  for  the  eradication  of  brucellosis.  Evi- 
dence of  this  certification  shall  be  filed  as  directed  by  the  health 
officer.  All  additions  to  the  herd  shall  be  brucellosis-free.  Tests 
and  retests  shall  be  made  and  any  reactors  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  the  latest  requirements  approved  by  the  USD  A,  BAI,  for  bru- 
cellosis-free certified  herds  or  areas  in  effect  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance.  A  certificate  identifying  each  animal,  signed 
by  the  veterinarian  and  the  director  of  the  laboratory  making  the 
test  and  filed  as  directed  by  the  health  officer,  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  above  test. 

Cows  which  show  a  complete  induration  of  one  quarter  or  ex- 
tensive induration  in  one  or  more  quarters  of  the  udder  upon  phy- 
sical examination,  whether  secreting  abnormal  milk  or  not,  shall  be 
permanently  excluded  from  the  milk  herd:  Provided,  That  this  shall 
not  apply  in  the  case  of  a  quarter  that  is  completely  dry.  Cows  g-iv- 
ing  bloody,  stringey,  or  otherwise  abnormal  milk,  but  without  entire 
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or   extensive    induration   of   the   udder,    shall   be    excluded   from    the 
herd  until  re-examination  shows  that  the  milk  has  become  normal. 

For  other  diseases  such  tests  and  examinations  as  the  health 
officer  may  require  after  consultation  with  State  livestock  sanitary 
officials  shall  be  made  at  intervals  and  by  methods  prescribed  by 
him.  and  any  diseased  animals  or  reactors  shall  be  disposed  of  as 
he  may  require. 

Item  2r,  Milking  stable,  lighting — A  milking  barn  or  stable  or 
parlor  shall  be  provided.  It  shall  be  provided  with  adequate  light, 
properly  distributed  for  day  or  night  milking. 

Item  3r.  Milking  stable,  air  space  and  ventilation — Such  sections 
of  the  milking  barn  or  stable  or  parlor  where  cows  are  kept  or  milked 
shall  be  well  ventilated  and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  avoid  over- 
crowding. 

Item  4r.  Milking  stables,  stable  floors  and  animals — The  floors 
and  gutters  of  that  portion  of  the  barn  or  stable  or  parlor  in  which 
cows  are  milked  shall  be  constructed  of  concrete  or  other  approved 
impervious  and  easily  cleaned  material.  Floors  and  gutters  shall  be 
graded  to  drain  properly  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair. 
No  swine  or  fowl  shall  be  permitted  in  the  milking  stable.  If  horses, 
dry  cows,  calves  or  bulls  are  stabled  therein,  they  shall  be  confined 
in  stalls,  stanchions,  or  pens  which  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good 
repair. 

Item  5i .  Milking  stable,  walls  and  ceilings — The  interior  walls 
and  the  ceilings  of  the  milking  barn  or  stable  or  parlor  shall  be 
smooth,  shall  be  whitewashed  or  painted  as  often  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, or  finished  in  an  approved  manner,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and 
in  good  repair.  In  case  there  is  a  second  story  above  the  milking 
barn  or  stable  or  parlor,  the  ceiling  shall  be  tight.  If  feed  is  ground 
or  mixed,  or  sweet  feed  is  stored,  in  a  feed  room  or  feed-storage 
space  adjoining  the  milking  space,  it  shall  be  separated  therefrom 
by  a  dust-tight  partition  and  door. 

Item  6r.  Cow  Yard — The  cow  yard  shall  be  graded  and  drained 
as  well  as  practicable  and  so  kept  that  there  are  no  standing  pools 
of  water  nor  accum.ulations  of  organic  wastes:  Provided,  That  in 
loafing  areas  or  pen  type  stables  manure  droppings  shall  be  removed 
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or  clean  bedding  added  at  sufficiently  frequent  intervals  to  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  manure  on  cows'  udders  and  flanks  and  the  breed- 
ing of  flies.     Swine  shall  be  kept  out. 

Item  7r.  Manure  disposal — All  manure  shall  be  removed  and 
stored  or  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  best  to  prevent  the  breed- 
ing of  flies  therein  and  the  access  of  cows  to  piles  thereof. 

Item  8r.  Milk  house  or  room  construction — There  shall  be  pro- 
vided a  milk  house  or  milk  room  of  approved  size  in  which  the  cool- 
ing, handling  and  storing  of  milk  and  milk  products  and  the  washing, 
bactericidal  treatment,  and  storing  of  milk  containers  and  utensils 
shall  be  done,  (a)  The  milk  house  or  room  shall  be  provided  with  a 
tight  floor  constructed  of  concrete  or  other  impervious  material,  in 
good  repair,  and  graded  to  provide  proper  drainage,  (b)  It  shall 
have  walls  and  ceiling  of  such  construction  as  to  permit  easy  clean- 
ing, and  shall  be  well  painted  or  finished  in  an  approved  manner, 
(c)  It  shall  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  (d)  It  shall  have  all 
openings  effectively  screened,  including  outward-opening,  self-clos- 
ing doors,  unless  other  effective  means  are  provided  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  flies,  (e)  It  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purposes  than 
those  specified  above  except  as  may  be  approved  by  the  health  offi- 
cer; shall  not  open  directly  into  a  stable  or  into  any  room  used  for 
domestic  purposes  shall  have  water  piped  into  it,  shall  be  provided 
with  adequate  facilities  for  the  heating  of  water  for  the  cleaning  of 
utensils;  shall  be  equipped  with  two-compartment  stationary  wash 
and  rinse  vats;  and  the  cleaning  and  other  operations  shall  be  so 
located  and  conducted  as  to  prevent  any  contamination  of  the  milk 
or  of  cleaned  equipment. 

Item  9r.  Milk  house  or  room,  cleanliness  and  flies — The  floors, 
walls,  ceilings,  and  equipment  of  the  milk  house  or  room  shall  be  kept 
clean  at  all  times.  All  means  necessary  for  the  elimination  of  flies 
shall  be  used.  A  placard  containing  section  13  shall  be  posted  in 
the  milk  house. 

Item  lOr.  Toilet — Every  dairy  farm  shall  be  provided  with  one  or 
more  sanitary  toilets  conveniently  located  and  properly  constructed, 
operated,  and  maintained  so  that  the  waste  is  inaccessible  to  flies 
and  does  not  pollute  the  surface  soil  or  contaminate  any  water  supply. 

Item  llr.     Water  supply — Water  for  all  dairy  purposes  shall  be 
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from   a   supply   properly  located,   protected  and   operated,   and   shall 
be  easily  accessible,  adequate,  and  of  a  safe  sanitary  quality. 

Item  12r.  Utensils,  cons-truction — All  multi-use  containers,  equip- 
ment and  other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transporta- 
tion of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  made  of  smooth,  non-absorbent, 
non-corrodible  non-toxic  material,  of  such  construction  as  to  be 
easily  cleaned,  and  shall  be  in  good  repair.  Joints  and  seams  shall  be 
welded  or  soldered  flush.  Woven  wire  cloth  shall  not  be  used  for 
straining  milk.  If  milk  is  strained,  strainer  pads  shall  be  used  and 
shall  not  be  re-used.  All  milk  pails  shall  be  of  the  seamless  hooded 
type.  All  single-service  articles  used  shall  have  been  manufac- 
tured, packaged,  transported  and  handled  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

Item  13r.  Utensils,  cleaning — All  multi-use  containers,  equipment, 
and  other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transportation  of 
milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  after  each 
useage. 

Item  14r.  Utensils,  bactericidal  treatment— All  multi-use  con- 
tainers, equipment,  and  other  utensils  used  in  the  handling,  storage, 
or  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall,  before  each  usage, 
be  effectively  subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal  process  with 
steam,  hot  water,  chemicals,  or  hot  air. 

Item  15r.  Utensils,  storage — All  containers  and  other  utensils 
used  in  the  handling,  storage,  or  transportation  of  milk  or  milk  prod- 
ucts shall,  unless  stored  in  bactericidal  solutions,  be  so  stored  as  to 
drain  dry  and  other  milk  and  milk  products  utensils  shall  be  handled 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  contamination  of  any  surface  with 
which  milk  or  milk  products  come  in  contact. 

Item  17r.  Milking,  udders  and  teats,  abnormal  milk— Milking  shall 
be  done  in  the  milking  barn  or  stable  or  parlor.  The  udders  and 
teats  of  all  milking  cows  shall  be  clean  and  wiped  with  an  approved 
bactericidal  solution  at  the  time  of  milking.  Abnormal  milk  shall  be 
kept  out  of  the  milk  supply  and  shall  be  so  handled  and  disposed  of  as 
to  preclude  the  infection  of  the  cows  and  the  contamination  of  milk 
utensils. 

Item  18r.  Milking,  flanks— The  flanks,  bellies,  and  tails  of  all 
milking  cows  shall  be  free  from  visible  dirt  at  the  time  of  milking. 
All  brushing  shall  be  completed  before  milking  commences. 
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Item  19r.  Milkers'  hands — Milkers'  hands  shall  be  washed,  clean, 
rinsed  with  an  effective  bactericidal  solution,  and  dried  with  a  clean 
towel  immediately  before  milking  and  following-  any  interruption  in 
the  milking-  operation.  Wet-hand  milking  is  prohibited.  Convenient 
facilities  shall  be  provided  for  the  washtng  of  milkers'  hands.  No 
persons  with  an  infected  cut  or  lesion  on  hands  or  arms  shall  milk 
cows  or  handle  milk  or  milk  utensils. 

Item  20r.  Clean  clothing — Milkers  and  milk  handlers  shall  wear 
clean  outer  garments,  while  milking  or  handling  milk,  milk  pi-oducts, 
containers,  utensils,   or  equipment. 

Item  21r.  Milk  stools — Milk  stools  and  surcingles  shall  be  kept 
clean. 

Item  22r.  Removal  of  milk— Each  pail  or  can  of  milk  shall  be 
removed  immediately  to  the  milk  house  or  straining-  room.  No  milk 
shall  be  strained  or  poured  in  the  barn  unless  it  is  protected  from 
flies  and  other  contamination. 

Item  23r.  Cooling — Milk  for  pasteurization  shall  be  cooled  imme- 
diately after  completion  of  milking  to  60°  F.  or  less  and  maintained 
at  that  temperature  until  delivered  and  dumped,  as  determined  in 
accordance  with  section  6.  Milk  which  does  not  comply  with  this  re- 
quirement shall  be  subject  to  rejection.  Cooling  must  be  done  in  a 
manner  and  by  methods  approved  by  the  health  officer. 

Item  24r.  Vehicles  and  surroundings — All  vehicles  used  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  so  constructed  and 
operated  as  to  protect  their  contents  from  the  sun,  from  freezing 
and  from  contamination.  The  immediate  surroundings  of  the  dairy 
shall  be  kept  clean  and  free  of  health  nuisances. 

GRADE  C  RAW  MILK  FOR  PASTEURIZATION— Grade  C  raw 

milk  for  pasteurization  is  raw  milk  which  violates  any  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  ordinance. 

CERTIFIELD  MILK-PASTEURIZED— Certified  milk-pasteurized 
is  certified  milk-raw  which  has  been  pasteurized,  cooled,  and  bottled  in 
a  milk  plant  conforming  with  the  requirement  for  Grade  A  pastuerized 
milk  . 
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GRADE  A  PASTEURIZED  MILK— Grade  A  pasteurized  milk  is 
Grade  A  raw  milk  for  pasteurization  which  has  been  pasteurized, 
cooled,  and  placed  in  the  final  container  in  a  milk  plant  conforming 
with  all  of  the  following  items  of  sanitatian,  which  in  all  cases  shows 
efficient  pasteurization  as  evidenced  by  satisfactory  phosphatase  tests, 
and  which  at  no  time  after  pasteurization  and  until  delivery  has  a 
bacterial  plate  count  exceeding  30,000  per  milliliter  or  a  coliform 
count  exceeding  10  per  milliliter,  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
section  6. 

The  grading  of  a  pasteurized  milk  supply  shall  include  the  inspec- 
tion of  receiving  and  collecting  stations  with  respect  to  compliance 
with  respect  to  items  Ip  to  15p,  inclusive,  and  17p,  19p,  21p,  22p,  and 
23p,  except  that  the  partitioning  requirements  of  item  5p  shall  not 
apply. 

Item  Ip,  Floors — The  floors  of  all  rooms  in  which  milk  or  milk 
products  are  handled  or  stored  or  in  which  milk  utensils  are  washed 
shall  be  constructed  of  concrete  or  other  equally  impervious  and 
easily  cleaned  material  and  shall  be  smooth,  properly  drained,  pro- 
vided with  trapped  drains,  and  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

Item  2p.  Walls  and  Ceilings — Walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms  in 
which  milk  or  milk  products  are  handled  or  stored  or  in  which  milk 
utensils  are  washed  shall  have  a  smooth,  washable,  light  colored 
surface,   and   shall   be  kept  clean   and   in   good  repair. 

Item  3p.  Doors  ands  windows.  Unless  other  effective  means  are 
provided  to  prevent  the  access  of  flies,  all  openings  to  the  outer  air 
shall  be  effectively  screened  and  all  doors  shall  be  self  closing. 

Item  4p.  Lighting  and  ventilation — All  rooms  shall  be  well  lighted 
and  ventilated. 

Item  5p.  Miscellaneous  protection  from  contamination — The  vari- 
ous milk  plant  operations  shall  be  so  located  and  conducted  as  to 
prevent  any  contamination  of  the  milk  or  of  cleaned  equipment.  All 
means  necessary  for  the  elimination  of  flies,  other  insects,  and  rodents 
shall  be  used.  There  shall  be  separate  rooms  for  (a)  the  pasteurizing, 
processing,  cooling  and  bottling  operations,  and  (b)  the  washing  and 
bactericidal  treatment  of  containers.  Cans  of  raw  milk  shall  not  be 
unloaded  directly  into  the  pasteurizing  room.     Rooms  in  which  milk. 
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milk  products,  cleaned  utensils  oi'  containers  are  handled  or  stored 
shall  not  open  directly  into  any  stable  or  livinji'  quarters.  The  pas- 
teurization plant,  milk  containers,  utensils,  and  equipment  shall  be 
used  for  no  other  purposes  than  the  processing-  of  milk  and  milk 
products  and  the  operations  incident  thereto,  except  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  health  officer. 

Item  6p.  Toilet  facilities — Every  milk  plant  shall  be  provided  with 
toilet  facilities  conforming-  with  the  ordinances  of  the  municipality 
of  Indianapolis.  Toilet  rooms  shall  not  open  directly  into  any  room  in 
which  milk,  milk  products,  equipment,  or  containers  are  handled  or 
stored.  The  doors  of  all  toilet  rooms  shall  be  self-closing.  Toilet 
rooms  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition,  in  good  repair,  and  well 
ventilated.  A  placard  containing  section  13  and  a  sign  directing 
employees  to  wash  their  hands  before  returning  to  work  shall  be 
posted  in  all  toilet  rooms  used  by  employees.  In  case  privies  or  earth 
closets  are  permitted  and  used,  they  shall  be  separate  from  the 
building  and  shall  be  of  a  sanitary  type,  located,  constructed,  and  op- 
erated in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  item  lOr. 

Item  7p.  Water  supply — The  water  supply  shall  be  easily  acces- 
sible, adequate,  and  of  a  safe  sanitary  quality. 

Item  8p.  Hand-washing  facilities — Convenient  hand-washing  fa- 
cilities shall  be  provided,  including  hot  and  cold  running  water,  soap 
and  approved  sanitary  towels.  Hand-washing  facilities  shall  be  kept 
clean.  The  use  of  a  common  towel  is  prohibited.  No  employee  shall 
resume  work  sifter  using-  the  toilet  room  without  first  washing  his 
hands. 

Item  9p.  Sanitary  piping — All  piping  used  to  conduct  milk  or 
milk  products  shall  be  "sanitary  milk  piping"  of  a  type  which  can 
be  easily  cleaned.  Pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  con- 
ducted from  one  piece  of  equipment  to  another  only  through  sanitary 
milk  piping. 

Item  lOp.    Construction  and  repair  of  containers  and  equipment — 

All  multi-use  containers  and  equipment  with  which  milk  or  milk 
products  come  in  contact  shall  be  of  smooth,  impervious,  non-cor- 
rodible,  non-toxic  material,  so  constructed  and  located  as  to  be  easily 
cleaned,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair.  All  single-service  contain- 
ers, closures,  gaskets,  and  other  articles  used  shall  have  been  manu- 
factured, packaged,  transported,  and  handled  in  a  sanitary  manner. 
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Item  lip.  Plumbing  and  disposal  of  wastes — All  wastes  shall  be 
properly  disposed  of.  All  plumbing  and  equipment  shall  be  so  de- 
signed and  installed  as  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  water  sup- 
ply and  of  milk  equipment  by  backflow. 

Item   12p.    Cleaning  and  bactericidal   treatment   of  containers  and 

equipment — All  milk  and  milk  products  containers  and  equipment, 
except  single-service  containers,  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  after 
each  usage.  All  containers  shall  be  effectively  subjected  to  an  ap- 
proved bactericidal  process  after  each  cleaning  and  all  equipment 
immediately  before  each  usage.  When  empty  and  before  being  re- 
turned to  a  producer  by  a  milk  plant,  each  container  shall  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  effectively  subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal 
process. 

Item  i:ip.  Storage  of  containers  and  equipment — After  bacteri- 
cidal treatment,  all  bottles,  cans,  and  other  multi-use  milk  or  milk 
products  containers  and  equipment  shall  be  transported  and  stored 
in   such   manner  as  to  be  protected   from  contamination. 

Item  14)).  Handling  of  containers  and  equipment — Between  bac- 
tericidal treatment  and  usage  and  during  usage,  containers  and 
equipment  shall  not  be  handled  or  operated  in  such  manner  as  to  per- 
mit contamination  of  the  milk  .  Pasteurized  milk  or  milk  products 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  come  in  contact  with  equipment  with  which 
unpasteurized  milk  or  milk  products  have  been  in  contact,  unless  the 
equipment  has  first  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  effectively  sub- 
jected to  an  approved  bactericidal  process.  No  milk  or  milk  prod- 
ucts shall  be  permitted  to  come  in  contact  with  equipment  with 
which  ungraded  or  a  lower  grade  of  milk  or  milk  products  has  been 
in  contact,  unless  the  equipment  has  first  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
effectively   subjected   to   an    approved   bactericidal   process. 


Item  15p.  Storage  of  caps,  parchment  paper,  and  single-service 
containers— Milk  bottle  caps  or  cap  stock,  parchment  paper  for  milk 
cans  and  single  service  containers  and  gaskets  shall  be  purchased 
and  stored  only  in  sanitary  tubes,  wrappings,  and  cartons,  shall  be 
kept  therein  in  a  clean,  dry  place  until  used,  and  shall  be  handled  in 
a   sanitary  manner. 

Item  16p.  Pas.teurization— Pasteurization  shall  be  performed  as 
described  in  section  I  (K)  of  this  ordinance. 
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Item  17p.  Cooling— All  milk  and  milk  products  leceived  foi-  pas- 
teurization shall  immediately  be  cooled  in  approved  equipment  to 
50°  F.  or  less  and  maintained  at  that  temperature  until  pasteurized, 
unless  they  are  to  be  pasteurized  within  2  hours  after  receipt;  and 
all  pasteurized  milk  and  milk  products  except  those  to  be  cultured 
shall  be  immediately  cooled  in  approved  equipment  to  a  temperature 
of  50°  F.  or  less  and  maintained  there  at  until  delivery,  as  determined 
in  accordance  with  section  0. 

Item  18p.  Bottling  and  packaging— Bottling  and  packaging  of 
milk  and  milk  products  shall  be  done  at  the  place  of  pasteurization 
in   approved   mechanical  equipment. 

Item  19p.  Overflow  milk— Overflow  milk  or  milk  products  shall 
not  be  sold   for  human  consumption. 

Item  20p.  Capping— Capping  of  milk  and  milk  products  shall  be 
done  in  a  sanitary  manner  by  approved  mechanical  equipment.  Hand- 
capping-  is  prohibited.  The  cap  or  cover  shall  protect  the  pouring 
lip  to  at  least  its  largest  diameter. 

Item  21p.  Personnel,  health— The  health  officer  or  a  physician 
authorized  by  him  shall  examine  and  take  a  careful  morbidity  history 
of  each  person  connected  with  a  pasteurization  plant,  or  about  to  be 
employed,  whose  work  brings  him  in  contact  with  the  processing, 
handling:,  storage,  or  transportation  of  milk,  milk  products,  contain- 
ers, or  equipment.  If  such  examination  or  history  suggests  that  such 
person  may  be  a  carrier  of  or  infected  with  the  organisms  of  typhoid 
or  paratyphoid  fever  or  any  other  communicable  disease  likely  to  be 
transmitted  through  milk,  he  shall  secure  appropriate  specimens  of 
body  discharges  and  cause  them  to  be  examined  in  a  laboratory  ap- 
proved by  him  or  by  the  State  health  authorities  for  such  examina- 
tions, and  if  the  results  justify  such  persons  shall  be  barred  from 
such   employment. 

Such  persons  shall  furnish  such  information,  submit  to  such  phy- 
sical examinations,  and  submit  such  laboratory  specimens  as  the 
health  officer  may  require  for  the  purpose  of  determining  freedom 
from   infection. 

No  person  with  an  infected  cut  or  lesion  on  hands  or  arms  shall 
handle  milk,    milk  products,   milk   containers,    or   milk   equipment. 
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Item  22p.  Personnel,  cleanliness — All  persons  coming'  in  contact 
with  milk,  milk  products,  containers,  or  equipment  shall  wear  clean 
outer  garments  and  shall  keep  their  hands  clean  at  all  times  while 
thus   engaged. 

Item  23p.  Vehicles — All  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of 
milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  so  constructed  and  operated  as  to  pro- 
tect their  contents  from  the  sun,  from  freezing,  and  from  contamina- 
tion. All  vehicles  used  for  the  distribution  of  milk  or  milk  products 
shall   have    the    name    of    the   distributor   prominently   displayed. 

Milk  tank  cars  and  rank  trucks  shall  comply  with  the  construc- 
tion, cleaning,  bactericidal  treatment,  storage,  and  handling  require- 
ments of  items  9p,  lOp,  12p,  13p,  and  14p.  While  containing  milk  or 
cream  they  shall  be  sealed  and  labeled  in  an  approved  maimer.  For 
each  tank  shipment  a  bill  of  lading  containing  all  necessary  informa- 
tion shall  be  prepared  in  trinlicate  and  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the 
shipper,  the  consignee,  and  the  carrier  for  a  period  of  6  months  for 
the  information   of  the  health  officer. 

GRADE  C  PASTEURIZED— Grade  C  pasteurized  milk  is  pas- 
teurized milk  which  violates  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  GRADES  OF  MILK  AND  MILK  PRODUCTS  WHICH 
MAY  BE  SOLD — From  the  date  on  which  this  ordinance  takes  effect 
no  milk  or  milk  products  shall  be  sold  to  the  final  consumer  or  to 
restaurants,  soda  fountains,  grocery  stores  or  similar  establishments 
except  certified  pasteurized  and  Grade  A  pasteurized:  Provided,  That 
when  any  milk  distributor  fails  to  qualify  for  one  of  the  above  grades 
the  health  officer  is  authorized  to  suspend  his  permit  and /or  insti- 
tute court  action,  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  degrade  his  product  and  per- 
mit its  sale  during  a  temporary  period  not  exceeding  30  days  or  in 
emergencies  such  longer  periods  as  the  health  officer  may  deem 
necessary. 

Section  9.    REINSTATEMENT  OF  PERMIT,  SUPPLEMENTARY 

REGRADING — If,  at  any  time  betv/een  the  regular  announcements 
of  the  grades  of  milk  or  milk  products,  a  lower  grade  shall  become 
justified,  in  accordance  with  sections  5,  6  and  7  of  this  ordinance,  the 
health  officer  shall  immediately  lower  the  grade  of  such  milk  or  milk 
products,  and  shall  enforce  proper  labeling  thereof.

Any  producer  or  distributor  of  milk  or  milk  products,  the  grade 
of  which  has  been  lowered  by  the  health  officer,  and  who  is  properly 
labeling  his  milk  and  milk  products,  or  whose  permit  has  been  sus- 
pended may  at  any  time  make  applications  for  the  regradmg  of  his 
products    or    the    reinstatement    of   his    permit. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  satisfactory  application  for  regrading  or  re- 
instatement of  permit  based  on  correction  of  a  violation  of  any  bac- 
teriological or  cooling  temperature  standard,  the  health  officer  shall 
take  further  samples  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  two  per  week,  and 
shall  approve  the  application  upon  compliance  with  the  grade  require- 
ments as  determined  in  accordance  with  Section  6,  but  ^^ot  before 
the  lapse  of  two  weeks  from  the  date  of  degrading.  Provided,  That 
if  samples  are  not  available  because  of  suspension  of  permit  to  op- 
erate or  for  other  reasons,  the  health  officer  may  issue  a  temporary 
permit  upon  satisfying  himself  by  inspection  of  the  facilities  and  the 
operating  methods  that  the  conditions  responsible  for  the  violation 
have  been  corrected,  with  final  reinstatement  of  permit  conditional 
upon  subsequent  bacteriological  or  temperature  findings. 

In  the  case  the  lowered  grade  of  the  applicant's  product  or  the 
permit  suspension  was  due  to  a  violation  of  an  item  other  than  bac- 
teriological standards  or  cooling  temperature,  the  said  application 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  signed  by  the  applicant  to  the 
effect  that  the  violated  items  of  the  specifications  has  been  con- 
formed with.  Within  one  week  of  the  receipt  of  such  an  application 
and  statement,  the  health  officer  shall  make  a  reinspection  of  the 
applicant's  establishment  and  theerafter  as  many  additional  re- 
inspections  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  assure  himself  that  the 
applicant  is  again  complying  with  the  higher  grade  requirements  and, 
in  case  the  findings  justify,  shall  regrade  the  milk  or  milk  products 
upward  or  reinstate  the  permit  but  not  before  the  lapse  of  two  weeks 
from  the  date  of  degrading. 

Section  10.    TRANSFERRING  OR  DIPPING  MILK;  DELIVERY 
CONTAINERS;    COOLING;    QUARANTINED    RESIDENCES-Ex- 

cept  as  permitted  in  this  section,  no  milk  producer  or  distributor 
shall  transfer  milk  or  milk  products  from  one  container  to  another 
on  the  street,  or  in  any  vehicle,  or  store,  or  in  any  place  except  a 
bottling  or  milk  room  especially  used  for  that  purpose.  The  sale  of 
dip  milk  is  hereby  prohibited. 
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Milk  and  fluid  milk  products  sold  in  the  distributor's  containers 
in  quantities  less  than  1  gallon  shall  be  delivered  in  standard  milk 
bottles  or  in  single-service  containers.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
hotels,  soda  fountains,  restaurants,  groceries,  and  similar  estab- 
lishments to  sell  or  serve  any  milk  or  fluid  milk  products  except  in 
the  individual  or  original  container  in  which  it  was  received  from  the 
distributor,  Provided,  that  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  cream, 
whipped  cream  or  half  and  half  consumed  on  the  premises  which 
may  be  served  from  the  original  bottle  or  from  a  dispenser  approved 
for  such  service. 

It  ;.hall  be  unlawful  for  any  hotel,  soda  fountain,  restaurant, 
grocery,  hospital,  or  similar  establishment  to  sell  or  serve  any  milk 
or  milk  product  which  has  not  been  maintained,  while  in  its  posses- 
sion, at  a  temperature  of  50°  F.  or  less.  If  milk  or  milk  products  in 
non-leakproof  containers  are  stored  in  water  for  cooling,  the  pouring- 
lips  of  the  containers  shall  not  be  submerged. 

It  shall  be  the  ckity  of  all  persons  to  whom  milk  or  milk  products 
are  delivered  to  clean  thoroughly  the  containers  in  which  such  milk 
or  milk  products  are  delivered  before  returning  such  containers. 

The  delivery  of  milk  or  milk  products  to  and  the  collection  of 
milk  or  milk  products  containers  from  residences  in  which  cases  of 
communicable  disease  transmissible  through  milk  supplies  exist  shall 
be  subject  to  the  special  requirements  of  the  health  officer. 

Section  11.  MILK  AND  MILK  PRODUCTS  FROM  POINTS  BE- 
YOND THE  LIMITS  OF  ROUTINE  INSPECTION— Milk  and  milk 
products  from  points  beyond  the  limits  of  routine  inspection  of  the 
municipality  of  Indianapolis  may  not  be  sold  in  the  municipality  of 
Indianapolis  or  its  police  jurisdiction,  unless  produced  and/or  pas- 
teurized under  provisions  which  are  substantially  equivalent  to  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  which  are  enforced  with  equal 
effectiveness  as  determined  by  a  milk  sanitation  rating. 

Section  12.  FUTURE  DAIRIES  AND  MILK  PLANTS— All  dairies 
and  milk  plants  from  which  milk  or  milk  products  are  supplied  to  the 
municipality  of  Indianapolis  which  are  hereafter  constructed,  recon- 
structed, or  extensively  altered  shall  conform  in  their  construction 
to  the  Grade  A  requirements  of  this  ordinance.  Properly  prepared 
plans  for  all  dairies  and  milk  plants  which  are  hereafter  constructed, 
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reconstructed,  or  extensively  altered  shall  be  submitted  to  the  health 
officer  for  approval  before  work  is  begun.  In  the  case  of  milk  plants 
signed  approval  shall  be  obtained  from  the  health  officer  and /or  the 
State  health  authority. 

Section  13.  NOTIFICATION  OF  DISEASE— No  person  who  is 
affected  with  any  disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  is  a  carrier  of 
such  disease  shall  work  at  any  dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  in  any  capa- 
city which  brings  him  in  contact  with  the  production,  handling,  stor- 
age, or  transportation  of  milk,  milk  products,  containers,  or  equip- 
ment; and  no  dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  shall  employ  in  any  such  ca- 
pacity any  such  person  or  any  person  suspected  of  being  affected 
with  any  disease  in  a  commanicable  form  or  being  a  carrier  of  such 
disease.  Any  producer  or  distributor  of  milk  or  milk  products  upon 
whose  dairy  farm  or  in  whose  milk  plant  any  communicable  disease 
occurs,  or  who  suspects  that  any  employee  has  contracted  any  dis- 
ease in  a  commanicable  form  or  has  become  a  carrier  of  such  disease, 
shall  notify  the  health  officer  immediately. 

Section   14.    PROCEDURE  WHEN  INFECTION    SUSPECTED— 

When  suspicion  arises  as  to  the  possibility  of  transmission  of  infec- 
tion from  any  person  concerned  with  the  handling  of  milk  or  milk 
products,  the  health  officer  is  authorized  to  require  any  or  all  of  the 
following  measures:  (1)  The  immediate  exclusion  of  that  person  from 
milk  handling,  (2)  the  immediate  exclusion  of  the  milk  supply  con- 
cerned from  distribution  and  use,  (3)  adequate  medical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  of  the  person,  of  his  associates,  and  of  his 
and  their  body  discharges. 

Section  15.  ENFORCEMENT  INTERPRETATION.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  be  enforced  by  the  health  officer  in  accordance  with  the 
interpretations  thereof  contained  in  the  1952  edition  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  Milk  Code,  a  certified  copy  of  which  shall 
be  on  file  in  the  municipal  clerk's  office. 

Section  16.  ENFORCEMENT  BODY— This  ordinance  shall  be  en- 
forced by  the  Dairy  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
and  positions  and  services  hereinafter  set  out  are  hereby  created 
and  established  on  an  annual  basis  and  the  various  funds  and  com- 
pensation hereinafter  set  out  are  likewise  created  and  established 
provided,  however,  that  funds  hereinafter  set  up  be  applicable  only 
to  the  year  1952  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  changes  as  the  Common 
Council  may  see  fit  to  adopt.

Section   16a.    DIFFERENCE  WITH  THE   HEALTH  OFFICER— 

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  comply  with,  or  willfully 
connive  at,  or  assit  in  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  whoever,  in  any  manner  interferes  with,  hinders, 
obstructs,  delays,  resists,  denies,  prevents  or  in  any  way  interferes, 
or  attempts  to  interfere  with  the  health  officer  or  his  authorized 
representative  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  herein  enjoined,  or 
shall  refuse  to  permit  such  officers  to  perform  their  duty  by  refusing 
them  entrance  to  any  premises  where  milk  or  milk  products  are 
processed,  handled,  stored  or  kept,  or  where  cows  are  stabled  or  kept, 
or  refuse  to  peririit  any  animal  to  be  viewed  or  inspected,  or  any  milk 
or  milk  products  to  be  viewed,  inspected,  tested  or  analyzed,  or 
sampled  for  any  such  purposes,  or  conceal  any  milk  or  milk  products; 
or  any  milk  wagon  driver,  milk  peddler  or  milk  vendor,  who,  with  his 
wagon,  carriage  or  vehicle,  containing  milk  or  milk  products,  or  any 
persons  delivering  milk  or  milk  products,  by  hand,  runs  or  drives 
away,  or  attempts  to  run  or  drive  away,  or  conceals  or  attempts  to 
conceal  any  milk  or  milk  products  in  his  possession,  custody,  care  or 
control,  from  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  on  being  approached  or 
hailed  or  addressed  by  any  such  officers  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  as  herein 
described,  for  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section    17.    ABOLITION    EXISTING   MILK   ENFORCEMENT— 

The  positions  and  services  set  up  in  the  annual  budget  for  the  year  of 
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1952  for  the  Dairy  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  are 
hereby  eliminated  and  abolished  and  the  remaining  monies  for  the 
payments  of  such  positions  and  services  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
1952  are  transferred  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  dairy  division 
in  this  ordinance  created. 


Section  18.  PERSONNEL— The  personnel  of  the  Dairy  Division, 
Department  of  Public  Health  including  the  supervisor,  plant  engineers 
and  farm  inspectors  and  laboratory  technician  should  be  qualified 
through  education,  experience  and  training  to  fulfill  their  respective 
positions.  The  above  listed  personnel  before  appointment  to  their 
respective  positions  shall  be  required  to  take  and  pass  a  written  and 
oral  examination  given  by  the  health  officer  to  determine  their  eligi- 
bility and  fitness  for  such  positions.  Such  examinations  shall  conform 
to  the  standard  of  examination  given  by  the  State  Merit  Board  of 
Indiana  for  similar  positions. 

The  Health  Officer  shall  certify  the  names  of  the  successful  appli- 
cants passing  the  examination  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
of  Indianapolis.  The  health  officer  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  of  Indianapolis  those  whom  he  nominates  for 
such  appointments  and  such  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Health  &  Hospitals  without  regard  to  political  affiliation  or 
influence. 

Section  19.  REPEAL — All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances, 
general,  special  or  appropriation  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances, 
and  any  and  all  regulations,  executive  orders  of  any  Board,  Commis- 
sion, Department  or  Governing  Body  of  any  Department,  or  Official 
of  said  City,  heretofore  enacted,  promulgated  or  issued,  which  are  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  20.  PENALTY — Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  associ- 
ation violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon 
conviction  for  the  first  offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00); 
for  the  second  offense  a  fine,  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  ($25.00) 
nor  more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  and  for  a  third  and  subsequent  offense,  by 
a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  and  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  ninety 
(90)  days.  Each  and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
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Section  21.  EFFECTIVE  DATE— This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passaR-e,  approved  by  the  Mayor 
and  publication   according  lo  law.

A  RESOLUTION,  approving,  confirming,  and  ratifying  a  certain 
permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis by  its  written  order  on  January  25,  1952,  to  Indianapolis 
Railways,  Incorporated,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Indianapolis 
Railways,  Incorporated,  dated  May  25,  1936,  as  amended  and  approved 
by  General  Ordinance  No.  40,  1936:

the  Board  of  Public  Works  by  its  written  orders  be  permitted  to  be 
used  by  Indianapolis  Railways,  Incorporated,  for  the  operation  of 
trackless  trolley  cars,  subject  to  approval  of  such  permits  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  to  use  such  streets  and  parts  of  sti-eets  foi- 
transportation  of  passengers  by  means  of  trackless  trolley  cars;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  said  provisions  contained  in  said  agree- 
ment, as  amended  and  approved  by  said  General  Ordinance  No.  40, 
1936,  for  the  use  of  additional  streets  and  parts  of  sti-eets  by  Indian- 
apolis Railways,  Incorporated,  for  said  trackless  trolley  operation, 
under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  agreement,  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  did  on  January  25,  1952,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Common  Council,  by  written  order  grant  to  Indianapolis  Railways, 
Incorporated,  the  following  permit  contained  in  the  following  order, 
to-wit :

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  January  30,  1952,  it  must  be  stated  that 
the  members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  are 
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at  a  loss  to  understand  why  you  have  proceeded  to  advertise  for  bids 
despite  the  provisions  of  Resolution  No.  1,  1952,  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Council  on  January  21st.  It  is  quite  clear  from  the  languag^e 
of  said,  resolution  that  the  Common  Council  ordered  the  Housing 
Authority  not  to  take  any  further  steps  toward  the  initiation  of  the 
two  contemplated  projects  without  submitting  such  projects  to  the 
Common  Council  for  specific  approval.  The  members  of  the  Council 
must  conclude  that  your  advertising  for  bids  with  full  knowledge  of 
the  adoption  of  said  resolution  is  in  direct  contravention  of  the  unani- 
mously expressed  desire  of  the  City  Council  that  each  project  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  for  specific  approval  before  any  construction 
program  is  initiated.  As  recited  in  the  resolution,  this  is  the  only 
manner  in  which  the  Common  Council  can  perform  its  duty  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  meet  its  obligatoins  to  the  citizens 
and  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

You  have  stated  in  your  letter  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  show  all  of 
your  plans,  minutes,  and  records  of  accounts  to  the  City  Government.

Dear  Mr.  Bright: 

I  have  your  letter  of  February  14  acknowledging  receipt  of  my  letter 
to  you  of  January  30  in  which  you  state  that  the  Common  Council 
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of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  we  have 
proceeded  to  advertise  for  bids  despite  the  pi-ovisions  of  Resolution 
No.  1,  1952,  adopted  January  21. 

1)  May  I  respectfully  remind  you  that  all  legal  advice  that  we 
have  received  in  this  matter  confirms  our  understanding  that  Resolu- 
tion No  1  has  no  force  and  effect  in  relationship  to  seven  projects, 
the  initiation  of  which  was  approved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  March  3,  1951,  but  that  it  merely  applies  to 
future  projects  not  heretofore  initiated.  You  will  recall  that  Mayor 
Clark  at  my  house  on  the  29th  of  January,  told  us  that  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  had  indicated  that  that  was  the  situation. 

2)  On  three  different  occasions  after  supper  that  evening  I 
stated  that  we  were  advertising  for  bids,  and  Glen  Radel  said  that 
he  would  like  to  analyse  the  costs  on  same.  You  will  remember  that 
I  told  him  that  after  we  had  received  the  bids  and  analysed  them  we 
would  present  all  of  the  information  to  him  so  that  he  could  go  over 
it  for  the  Council  and  he  protested  that  he  had  not  been  authorized 
to  do  so,  and  I  turned  to  you  where  you  were  sitting  on  my  right 
and  said  "All  right,  when  we  get  the  bids  we  will  take  them  and 
present  them  to  anybody  that  you  so  designate,  Mr.  President." 

3)  In  order  to  be  doubly  sure  that  the  situation  was  understood 
in  black  and  white,  we  sent  out  the  letter  of  January  30  which  you 
received  two  weeks  ago  telling  you  exactly  what  the  situation  was 
inasmuch  as  we  have  felt  there  has  been  too  much  misunderstandmg 
in  regard  to  this  whole  matter,  and  in  that  connection  had  respect- 
fully pointed  out  to  you  that  the  Housing  Authority's  position  is  all 
set  forth  in  writing  and  secured  by  contracts  with  everyone  with 
whom  we  have  had  dealings,  including  the  City  Council  of  Indian- 
apolis.  Nothing  has  been  left  to  conversation  or  surmise. 

Your  letter  of  Thursday,  the  14th,  received  this  morning  asks  that 
by  Monday,  the  18th,  we  deliver  to  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk  a 
detailed  list  of  all  assets  of  the  Housing  Authority,  an  itemized 
statement  of  all  liabilities  with  copies  of  any  outstandmg  contracts 
under  which  future  liabilities  might  be  incurred,  and  a  comprehen- 
sive statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Housing 
Authority  from  its  inception  to  the  present  time. 

This  letter  is  being  sent  you  Special  Delivery  and  must  be  inter- 
preted solely  as  the  reply  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Authority 
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and  not  that  of  the  Authority  itself  inasmuch  as  time  does  not  per- 
mit my  assembling  of  the  group  for  a  meeting  and,  in  addition,  our 
Executive  Secretary  is  representing  the  Authority  on  business  in 
Chicago  today.  However,  I  believe  I  am  on  firm  ground  when  I  say 
that,  regardless  of  whether  the  statute  requires  us  to  make  such  an 
exhibit  to  you,  the  Authority  will  be  more  than  happy  to  present  this 
material  as  we  have  no  secrets  to  hide  from  your  body  or  any  citi- 
zen  of  Indianapolis. 

We  have  been  audited  during  the  past  three  months,  not  only  by  the 
Federal  Government  but  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  as  well,  and 
we  would  be  glad  to  again  be  audited  by  any  competent  person  that 
you  would  so  designate.  On  the  other  hand,  as  of  this  date  we  have 
spent  approximately  $275,000  of  the  funds  that  the  Government  has 
loaned  us.  In  addition,  for  several  months  we  have  owned  and  op- 
erated the  veterans'  temporary  housing  projects.  Therefore,  to  ask 
us  to  give  you  a  "comprehensive  statement  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Housing  Authority  from  its  inception  to  the  pres- 
ent time"  would  involve  a  very  long  and  expensive  statement,  the 
cost  of  preparation  of  which  would  be  a  considerable  item  and  one 
that  I  do  not  know  if  the  Federal  Government  would  approve,  inas- 
much as  there  is  no  statutory  requirement  for  such  a  report  being- 
made. 

I  am  quite  sure,  however,  that  the  preparation  of  the  exhibit  that 
you  request  could  not  be  accomplished  by  Monday,  the  18th,  which  is, 
in  effect,  the  next  ensuing  day  from  this  due  to  the  intervention  of 
the  weekend. 

In  any  event,  we  repeat  that  our  records  are  open  to  you.  Let  me 
check  to  see  what  the  approximate  cost  of  preparing  the  exhibit  you 
ask  for,  then  I  will  consult  with  you  as  to  how  the  CGst  of  same  is  to 
be  borne.  Perhaps  it  would  be  cheaper  for  the  city  to  engage  auditors 
and  attorneys  to  investigate  our  accounts  in  our  own  offices  where 
the  books  are  kept.  Again,  I  repeat  our  desire  to  cooperate  and  give 
you  any  information  you  want.  Our  only  problem  is  to  work  out 
the  most  feasible  plan  for  so  doing.

AVHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  heretofore  has  adopted  and  en- 
acted certain  Resolutions  and  General  Ordinances,  as  hereinafter 
more  particularly  described,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  The 
Housing  Authority  of  The  City  of  Indianapolis  to  negotiate  with 
the  Public  Housing  Administration  and  to  formulate  plans  for  the 
construction  of  low-rent  housing  units  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 
and 

WHEREAS,  by  Resolution  No.  5,  1951,  said  Common  Council  approved 
seven  (7)  sites  for  initiation  and  further  proceedings  as  author- 
ized by  law,  in  order  to  permit  said  Housing  Authority  to  con- 
sider such  sites  as  to  suitability  and  availability  for  low-rent 
housing  projects;   and 

WHEREAS,  by  Resolution  No.  1,  1952,  said  Common  Council  pro- 
vided that  said  Housing  Authority  shall  not  initiate  any  such 
project  unless  and  until  said  Common  Council  has  first  specifically 
approved  the  particular  project  contemplated,  after  submission 
of  such  detailed  plans,  specifications,  layouts,  cost  estimates  and 
other  information  as  the  Common  Council  may  require;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Housing  Authority  has  failed  and  refused  to  recog- 
nize any  duty  to  submit  plans  for  any  specific  project  to  said 
Common  Council  for  approval  and  has  proceeded  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  the  construction  of  two  low-rent  housing  projects  without 
having  submitted  such  projects  to  said  Common  Council  for  ap- 
proval; and 

WHEREAS,  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  have  expressed  op- 
position to  such  proposed  projects  to  the  extent  of  filing  an  ac- 
tion to  enjoin  said  Housing  Authority  from  proceeding  there- 
with; and 

WHEREAS,  the  construction  of  low-rent  housing  projects  by  said 
Housing  Authority  would  impair  the  normal  tax  revenue  of  the 
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City  of  Indianapolis  and  obligate  said  city  to  future  financial 
expenditures  in  amounts  unknown  and  uncertain,  and  at  this  time, 
impossible  to  calculate;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  been  declared  to  be  a  criti- 
cal defense  area  and  a  demand  exists  for  all  available  labor  and 
material  for  construction  of  housing-  needed  in  the  defense  effort; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  recognized  the 
power  of  the  governing  body  of  a  municipality  to  reject  con- 
templated low-rent  housing  projects,  by  its  enactment  of  Public 
Law  137,  Chapter  876  of  the  Laws  of  the  82nd  Congress,  First 
Session;    and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  its  citizens  as  a  whole  to  reject  any  and  all 
low-rent  housing  projects  now  contemplated  by  The  Housing 
Authority  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUN- 
CIL OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  General  Ordinance  No.  1,  1950,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Housing  Authority  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  to  make  application  for  a  preliminary  loan  not 
to  exceed  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($300,000.00)  in  connec- 
tion with  the  development  of  approximately  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (1,500)  dwelling  units  of  low-rent  public  housing  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  fixing  an  effective  date",  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

That  Resolution  No.  5,  1951,  entitled  "A  resolution  ap- 
proving initiation  and  further  proceedings  relating  to  certain  housing 
sites  in  Marion  County",  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Section  5.  That  General  Ordinance  No.  46,  1951,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance approving  and  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  by 
The  Housing  Authority  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  of  any 
bonds,  notes,  interim  certificates,  debentures,  or  other  obligations 
pursuant  to  Chapter  207,  Acts  of  1937,  as  Amended,  in  order  to 
finance  the  corporate  purposes  of  said  The  Housing  Authority  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana",  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

approximately  20  feet  South  of  the  center-line  of  Oliver  Avenue, 
and  will  then  leave  Oliver  Avenue  by  crossing  the  South  Right- 
of-Way  line  of  same  at  a  point  approximately  20  feet  East  of  the 
center-line  of  Mount  Street— all  as  shown  on  attached  blueprint, 
Exhibit  A. 

herebv  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself  his  successors,  legal  repre- 
sentatives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct,  main- 
tain and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  either  now  or  hereafter  connected 
with  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth, 
to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in  repair 
as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
cf  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  all  laws  and  ordinances,  adopted 
and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  powers  of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall 
be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  super- 
vision and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised 
or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time 
be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said 
Board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordmance 
passed  by  the  Common  Council,  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions 
made  by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  track,  or 
tracks;  provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives  any  division  o± 
cuch  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any  statute,  or  otherwise. 
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(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects,  and  crosses  Oliver 
Avenue  shall,  at  all  times  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free 
from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be 
permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such 
time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth, 
and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such 
manner  as  to  obstruct  public   travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order 
of  said  Board,  made  for  any  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City 
or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon 
said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten 
(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  what- 
soever that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing 
said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  no  wise 
become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  before 
said  Board  where  objections  to  such  removal  may  be  heard;  but  the 
decision  of  said  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the  party  of 
the  first  part  who  hereby  expressly  waives  any  right  to  have  such 
exercise  of  discretion  reviewed  by  any  court. 

(5)  The  parly  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  the  rails 
of  said  track  and  for  eighteen  inches  on  both  sides  thereof,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  and 
pavement  or  either  thereof  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in 
need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any  way  defective  (of 
which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly  repair,  recon- 
struct, or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing 
of  ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  may  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold 
said  party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and 
all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or 
use  of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs  that  may  on 
that  account  be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and 
also  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city 
in  defending  against  any  such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violation   of  any    of   the   provisions   of   this   instrument 
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by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance 
or  with  its  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute 
forfeiture  of  the  privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this 
permit,  provided,  however,  that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said 
Board  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.

and  maintain  an  additional  sidetrack  or  switch  across  Oliver  Avenue 
at  Mount  Street  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the 
drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater  certainty 
marked   "Exhibit  A."

At  this  date,  the  annual  cost  to  the  city  for  existing  street  lights 
would  be  $496,405.92.  The  lights  now  on  order  are  estimated  at 
$13,000.00,  since  the  exact  date  of  installation  cannot  now  be  deter- 
mined. Likewise  the  metered  service  is  estimated  to  be  $12,725.50  for 
the  current  year.  This  then  would  amount  to  a  total  bill  of  $522,191.00 
(approx.)  as  against  a  budget  item  of  $490,000.00;  however  since  last 
year's  funds  were  depleted  by  the  first  of  December,  that  month's  bill 
amounting  to  $41,749.00  was  paid  from  the  $490,000.00  for  this  year, 
leaving  only  $448,251.00  (approx.)  for  1952.  In  brief,  the  budgeted 
amount  would  be  insufficient  by  $73,940.00  (approx.)  even  though  the 
Board  did  not  order  another  light  for  the  remainder  of  this  year. 

For  your  further  information,  last  year's  total  light  bill  showed  an 
increase  of  $22,886.22  over  1950. 

Similarly,  at  chis  date,  it  is  estimated  that  the  water  bill  will 
amount  to  $495,618.00  even  without  further  expansion,  as  against  the 
$480,000.00  budgeted.  This  makes  a  deficit  for  the  year  of  $15,618.00, 
to  which  we  must  add  $41,322.00  brought  forward  from  December, 
1951,  for  a  total  of  $56,940.00. 

Last  year's  water  bill  showed  an  increase  of  $8,728.32  over  1950.

In  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Municipal  Code  of 
Indianapolis,  1951,  Title  1,  Ch.  8,  Sees.  3  and  4,  (1-803  and  1-804), 
which  has  now  been  published  and  the  printed  volumes  whereof  have 
been  deposited  in  my  office  on  March  17,  1952,  whereupon  said  code 
became  effective,  at  midnight,  March  31,  1952.

In  some  instances  the  provisions 
of  the  code  are  merely  duplicated,  literally  or  in  substance,  so  such 
later  ordinances  are  indicated  to  be  hereafter  omitted  from  supple- 
ments to  the  code  as  being  so  reordained,  or  repealed,  by  the  code. 

Accordingly,  I  have  hereby  indicated  the  proper  places  in  said 
code,  by  reference  to  the  titles,  chapters  and  sections  thereof,  where 
such'  new  provisions  apply  and  as  the  same  should  be  renumbered  and 
rearranged  for  insertion  in  later  supplements  to  the  code,  or  for 
elimination,  and  I  so  recommend  this  to  be  done  by  resolution  of  the 
common  council,  as  directed  by  the  code.

Housing  Administiation,   Washington,   D.   C,   signed  by   Warren  Jay

on  our  letter,  was  directed  to  the  Honorable  Alex  Clark,  Mayor,

That  all  pertinent  provisions  of  such  general  and  special 
ordinances,  aforesaid,  as  now  effective  and  here  stated  and  listed  in 
the  order  of  their  numbers,  as  introduced,  passed  and  approved  in 
the  aforesaid  interval  and  which  are  identified  by  the  official  ordinance 
numbers  thereof,  and  omitting  only  all  formal  portions  thereof,  and 
with  tne  subject  n^atter  thereof  properly  applied  by  re-numbering,

Section   1.    That  Section  5,  Item  14  of  General  Ordinance  No.  74, 
1943,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"Item  14.  Wholesomeness  of  Food  and  Drink.  All  food  and  drink 
shall  be  clean,  wholesome,  free  from  spoilage,  and  so  prepared 
as  to  be  safe  for  human  consumption.  All  milk,  fluid  milk  products, 
ice  cream,  and  other  frozen  desserts  served  shall  be  from  ap- 
proved sources.  Milk  and  fluid  milk  products  shall  be  served  in 
the  individual  original  containers,  or  from  a  dispenser,  approved 
by  the  Health  Officer,  in  which  they  were  received  from  the  dis- 
tributor; provided,  that  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  milk 
or  cieam  served  with  coffee,  cereals,  etc.,  which  may  be  served 
from  the  original  container  or  from  any  dispenser,  urn,  or  indi- 
vidual container  or  bottle  approved  for  such  service  by  the  Health 
Officer. 

A  milk  dispenser  shall  comply  with  all  the  following  specifications: 

a.  Requirements  of  Sec.  5,  Item  9,  Construction  of  Utensils 
and  Equipment. 

b.  No  surfaces  with  which  milk  or  milk  products  come  in  con- 
tact shall  while  in  use  be  accessible  to  manual  contact,  droplet 
infection,  dust,  or  flies,  but  the  delivery  orifice  is  exempted  from 
this  requirement. 

c.  All  parts  of  the  dispensing  device  with  which  milk  comes 
in  contact,  including  any  measuring  device,  shall  be  cleaned  and 
subjected  to  bactericidal  treatment  at  the  milk  plant,  not  at  the 
retail  vendor's  establishment. 

d.  The  dispensing  container  shall  be  filled  and  sealed  with  two 
seals  at  the  milk  plant  in  such  manner  as  to  make  it  impossible  to 
withdraw  any  part  of  its  contents  without  breaking  one  seal  and 
impossible  to  introduce  any  substance  without  breaking  the  other; 
and  the  latter  seal  shall  remain  unbroken  until  the  dispensing 
device  returns  to  the  milk  plant.

f.  That  portion  of  the  dispensing  container  to  which  the 
delivery  orifice  is  attached  shall  be  protected  from  contamination 
in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  Health  Officer. 

g.  The  filling  of  the  dispensing  container  shall  be  done  at  the 
place  of  pasteurization  and  with  approved  mechanical  equipment. 
The  lid  shall  be  placed  upon  the  container  and  properly  sealed 
immediately  after  filling  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  Health 
Officer.  The  dispensing  container  shall  be  plainly  marked  or 
labeled  (1)  with  the  name  of  the  contents  as  defined  by  the  Indiana 
State  Board  of  Health  regulations,  (2)  the  name  and  address  of 
the  processor  and  (3)  date  of  delivery  to  the  dispensing  estab- 
lishment. 

h.  The  dispensing  container  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
effectively  subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal  process  before 
being  filled.  The  dispensing  container  surfaces  which  come  in 
contact  with  milk  and  which  have  been  cleansed  and  disinfected 
in  an  approved  manner  shall  not  exceed  the  bacterial  standards 
of  the  American   Public   Health   Association   Standard   Swab  Test. 

i.  The  dispenser  shall  be  installed  and  used  only  in  the  serv- 
ing room  of  the  restaurant.  It  shall  be  located  so  as  to  be  in  full 
view  of  some  of  the  customers  at  all  times. 

j.  Milk  shall  not  be  drawn  from  the  dispenser  for  service  to 
a  customer  as  a  beverage  except  upon  the  prior  order  of  said 
customer  and  for  immediate  service  and  shall  not  be  drawn  in 
anticipation  of  orders. 

k.    The   dispenser  shall  be  equipped  with  a  drip  pan. 

A  notice  of  the  lowest  grade  of  milk  served  and  a  notice  of  the 
butterfat  or  milk-fat  content  of  any  milk  product  served  in  lieu  of 
cream  unless  butterfat  or  milk-fat  content  be  eighteen  percent  (18%) 
or  more  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place.  Designating  any 
product  containing  less   than   eighteen   per  cent    (18%)    butterfat   or 
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milk-fat  as  cream  is  misbranding  and  constitutes  adulteration  under 
the  requirements  of  the  Grade  A  Milk  Ordinance  and  is  a  violation 
of  this  Ordinance. 

All  oysters,  clams  and  mussels  shall  be  from  approved  sources, 
and  if  shucked  shall  be  kept  until  used  in  the  containers  in  which 
they  were  placed  at  the  shucking  plant. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  as 
may  be  provided  by  law.

The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and  appropriated 
therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules  therein  set 
forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official  or  employee  whose 
salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any  item,  or  by  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive 
such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or 
otherwise  provided  by  a  statute. 

Section  7.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason.

a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and  fixing  a  time  when  this 
ordinance   shall   take  effect. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED   BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1953  and 
ending  December  31,  1953,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.

Section  6.  The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and  appropriated 
therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules  therein  set 
forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official  or  employee  whose 
salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any  item,  or  by  any 
ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive 
such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may  be  accrued,  or 
otherwise  provided  by  a  statute. 

Section  7.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 
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(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to 
another,  where  not  otherwise  limited  by  statute,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  cf  such  employee  shall  remain  at  the  sum  payable  by 
this  budget  in  such  prior  position,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  in  writ- 
ing by  the  mayor  and  thereupon  approved  by  the  Common  Council.

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Section  11.  That  the  budgets  of  said  departments  and  the  expend-

current  balances,  all  as  indicated  in  the  following  table: 
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Section  12.  All  general,  special,  appropriation  and  other  ordinances 
in  conflict  herewith  in  any  manner  are  hereby  repealed.  This  section 
shall  not  be  in  force  and  efl'ect  until  on  and  after  January  1,  1953. 

Section  13.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  lorce  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

cause  or  have  a  tendency  to  cause  injury  or  damage  to  business  or 
property. 

That  the  Municipal  Code  of  Indianapolis,  1951,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  the  amendment  of  Title  3,  Chapter  2, 
Section  3-210,  sub-section   (1)    (c)  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

3-210  (c).  The  escape  or  emission  of  soot,  cinders,  dust,  dirt,  fly 
ash,  lint,  chaff,  mists,  vapors,  obnoxious  odors,  noxious  acids,  fumes 
or  gases,  as  herein  prohibited,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public 
nuisance  and  may  be  enjoined  by  the  courts,  or  be  summarily  abated 
by  the  superintendant  of  air  control,  or  by  anyone  whom  he  may 
duly  authorize  for  such  purpose.  Such  abatement  may  be  in  addition 
to  the  fines  and  penalties  hereinafter  provided.  The  unlawful  emis- 
sion of  any  thereof  from  each  stack  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

the  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  City  Controller,  at  his 
office,  a  fee  equal  to  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  af ore- 
goings  scale.

1  Administration  of  ordinance  should  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Safety.  All  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  Board  to  come 
before  Common  Council  for  hearing. 

All  applications  for  licenses  should  be  investigated  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Safety  and  Police  Department  and  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Safety  on  the  basis  of  its  qualifications. 

2.  To  preveint  monopoly  of  the  taxicab  industry  by  one  individual 
or  company,  no  one  individual  or  company  or  companies  with  inter- 
locking directorship  or  stockholders  shall  hold  more  than  30  to  40% 
of  the  availabl3  licenses.  A  list  of  directors  and  stockholders  of  cor- 
porations should  be  filed  with  application. 

The  number  of  cabs  permitted  to  operate  should  be  fixed  and  it 
is  recommended  that  this  number  be  placed  at  500  to  525,  subject  to 
review  and  change  by  Comn.on  Council  once  each  year. 

3.  Taxicab  licenses  should  be  non-transferable  viz:  licenses  may 
be  transferred  from  one  vehicle  to  another  when  replacements  are 
made,  but  no  transfer  should  be  permitted  from  one  owner  to  another; 
license  should  revert  back  to  city  for  reissue. 

A  transfer  fee  of  $1.00  should  be  made  on  transfer  from  vehicle 
to  vehicle  to  cover  cost  of  paper  work  involved. 

4.  In  cooperation  with  Police  Department  and  Department  of 
Weights  and  Measures  all  cabs  should  be  inspected  for  any  and  all 
types  of  mechanical  defects,  the  meters  checked  for  condition  and 
accuracy  at  30  day  intervals.  To  certify  these  inspections  the  meter 
should  be  sealed  and  a  sticker  placed  on  the  windshield  or  window 
showing  that  inspection  has  been  made  and  the  date  thereof.  No  cab 
should  be  permitted  to  operate  without  this  seal  and  sticker. 
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Inspections  should  be  made  in  an  orderly  manner  so  as  not  to 
cripple  the  efficiency  of  any  one  operating  fleet. 

5.  Rates  now  effective  should  be  reviewed  as  they  are  out  of  line 
v/ith  other  cities  in  the  country  and  may  be  operating  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  cab  companies. 

6.  Some  adjustment  should  be  made  in  the  amount  of  liability 
insurance  coverage  on  each  cab.  It  appears  the  amounts  are  too  high, 
which  works  a  iiardship  on  small  operators.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  11-103  (a)  of  Title  11,  Chapter

That  Title  5,  Chapter  9  of  the  Municipal  Code  of 
Indianapolis,  1951,  as  adopted  by  General  Ordinance  No.  140,  1951, 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


5-901.  (1)  Explosives  defined. — The  term  "explosive"  or  ''ex- 
plosives" whenever  used  in  this  title  shall  be  held  to  mean  and 
include  any  chemical  substance,  whether  solid,  liquid  and /or 
gaseous  and  whether  a  mixture  or  a  single  compound,  used  or 
capable  of  use  to  produce  an  explosive  chemical  reaction  liberating 
at  high  speed  heat  and  gas  and  causing  thereby  tremendous 
pressure. 

(2)  Fixed  Explosives  defined. — The  term  ''fixed  explosive"  or 
"fixed  explosives"  whenever  used  in  this  title  shall  be  held  to  mean 
and  include  any  explosive  to  which  there  is  affixed  or  attached, 
or  with  which  is  transported,  stored  or  in  close  proximity  thereto 
a  detonator  and/or  any  chemical  compound  or  mechanical  mixture 
that  contains  any  oxidizing  and  combustible  units,  or  other  ingre- 
dients, in  such  proportion,  quantities  or  packing  that  an  ignition 
by  fire,  by  friction,  by  concussion,  by  percussion,  or  by  detonator, 
of  any  part  of  the  compound  or  mixture  may  cause  such  a  sudden 
generation  of  highly  heated  gases  that  the  resultant  gaseous 
pressures  are  capable  of  producing  destructive  effects  on  con- 
tiguous objects  or  of  destroying  life  or  limb  and  shall  include  but 
not  be  limited  to  all  types  of  ammunition,  bombs,  bullets,  cannis- 
ters,  cartridges,  charges,  clusters,  dynamite,  projectiles,  rockets, 
shells,  shot,  shrapnel,  war  heads,  and  powder;  Provided,  however. 
That  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include 
any  small  arms  ammunition  or  signal  rockets,  or  devices  or  com- 
positions used  to  obtain  visible  or  audible  pyrotechnic  effects, 
which  are  covered  in  sections  5-2401  and  5-2405  hereof. 

5-902.  Manufacture  of  explosives  or  fixed  explosives  prohibited. 
It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to  manufacture  any  explosives  or 
fixed   explosives,    except  that   any    explosives    or   fixed    explosives 
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may  be  manufactured  in  the  laboratories  in  colleges  and  similar 
institutions  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  and  instruction. 

5-903.  Transportation  of  explosives  or  fixed  explosives  in  public 
passenger  vehicles  prohibited.~It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to 
transport  or  carry  any  explosive  or  fixed  explosive  in  or  upon  any 
public  conveyance  which  is  carrying  passengers  for  hire. 

5-904.  Storage  of  explosives  or  fixed  explosives.— Permit  re- 
quired.—It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to  have,  keep,  use  or  store 
any  explosives  or  fixed  explosives  except  under  permit  therefor. 

5-905.  Possession  of  certain  explosives  prohibited.— It  is  pro- 
hibited for  any  person  to  have,  keep,  store,  sell,  offer  for  sale,  give 
away,  use  or  manufacture  any  of  the  following  explosives  in  any 
quantity:  Liquid  nitroglycerine;  high  explosives  containing  over 
sixty  per  cent  of  nitroglycerine  (except  as  may  hereinafter  be 
provided);  high  explosives  having  an  unsatisfactory  absorbent 
or  one  that  permits  leakage  of  nitroglycerine  under  any  conditions 
liable  to  exist  during  transportation  or  storage;  nitrocellulose  in  a 
dry  condition,  in  quantity  greater  than  ten  pounds  in  one  exterior 
package;  fulminate  of  mercury  in  bulk  in  a  dry  condition,  and  ful- 
minate of  all  other  metals  in  any  condition,  except  as  a  component 
of  manufactured  articles  not  hereinafter  forbidden;  or  explosives 
containing  an  ammonium  salt  and  a  chlorate. 

5-906.  Vehicles  carrying  explosives— Warning  device— smok- 
ing—carriage  of  certain  objects.— (1)  Every  vehicle  while  carry- 
ing explosives  or  fixed  explosives  shall  have  painted  on  its  front, 
sides  and  back,  in  easily  legible  letters  at  least  six  inches  high, 
the  words,  "Explosives— Dangerous,"  or  in  lieu  thereof  shall  dis- 
play upon  an  erect  pole  on  the  front  end  of  such  vehicle  and  at 
such  height  that  it  shall  be  visible  from  all  directions,  a  red  flag 
with  the  word  ''Danger"  printed,  stamped  or  sewn  thereon  in 
white  letters.  Such  flag  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  by  thirty 
in  size,  and  the  letters  thereof  shall  be  at  least  six  inches  high. 


(2)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle  con- 
taining such  explosive  or  flxed  explosive  to  smoke  in  or  upon 
such  vehicle,  to  drive  the  vehicle  while  intoxicated,  to  drive  the 
vehicle  or  to  conduct  himself  in  a  careless  or  reckless  manner,  to 
load  or  unload  such  vehicle  in  a  careless  manner  or  while  smoking 
or  intoxicated. 
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(3)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  person  to  place  or  carry  in  the 
bed  or  body,  or  cause  to  be  placed  or  carried  in  the  bed  or  body  of 
any  vehicle  containing  such  explosives  or  fixed  explosives,  any 
metal  tool  or  other  piece  of  metal. 


(4)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  carrier,  his  agent  or  any  person 
in  charge  of  a  vehicle  containing  any  explosive  or  fixed  explosive 
to  park  such  vehicle  within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  said 
limits  to  transpose  such  explosive  or  fixed  explosive  from  one 
vehicle  ^o  another,  or  for  any  tractor  semi-trailer  to  be  inter- 
changed from  one  tractor  to  another  whether  of  the  same  or  of 
succeeding  carriers. 


(5)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  carrier,  his  agent  or  any  person 
in  charge  of  a  vehicle  containing  any  explosive  or  fixed  explosive 
to  leave  such  vehicle  unattended  in  emergency  arising  due  to 
mechanical  failure. 


(6)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  unescorted  vehicle  transporting 
explosives  to  follow  closer  than  one  city  block  any  other  load  of 
explosives  proceeding  in  the  same  direction. 

5-907.  It  is  prohibited  to  transport  any  explosive  or  fixed 
explosive  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  without 
having  first  deposited  with  the  Chief  of  Police  thereof  certificates 
of  insurance  evidencing  a  liability  coverage  which  he  shall  in  his 
discretion  deem  adequate. 

5-908.  It  is  prohibited  to  transport  any  explosive  through 
and /or  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  except  over 
such  route  as  the  Chief  of  Police  thereof  may  designate  for  such 
purpose,  and  no  fixed  explosive  may  be  so  transported  except 
under  police  escort. 

5-909.  Storage,  etc.,  of  explosives  must  conform  to  require- 
ments of  this  title— Record.— All  explosives  must  be  stored  and 
used  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  title,  and  an 
accurate  record  showmg  the  disposition  of  each  container  or  pack- 
age of  explosives  stored  or  used  shall  be  kept;  such  record  to  be 
subject  to  inspection  by  officers  of  the  bureau  of  fire  prevention 
at  all  times. 
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5-910..  Factories  and  magazines.— (1)  All  factory  buildmgs 
and  magazines  in  which  permissible  explosives  are  had,  kept  or 
stored,  must  be  located  at  distances  from  neighboring  buildmgs, 
highways  and  railroads  in  conformity  with  the  American  Quantity 
and  Distance  Table;  Provided,  That  one  portable  magazine  con- 
taining not  more  than  fifty  pounds  of  explosive  may  be  allowed  if 
placed  on  wheels  and  located  not  more  than  ten  feet  from,  on  the 
same  floor  with  and  directly  opposite  to  the  entrance  on  the  floor 
nearest  the  street  level,  and  one  portable  magazine  containing 
net  more  than  five  thousand  blasting  caps,  may  be  allowed  if 
placed  on  wheels  and  located  on  the  floor  nearest  the  street  level. 

(2)  Blasting  caps  or  detonators  of  any  kind  shall  not  be  kept 
in  the  same  magazine  with  other  explosives. 

(3)  All  magazines  must  be  kept  locked  except  when  being 
inspected  or  when  explosives  are  being  placed  therein  or  being 
removed  therefrom. 

(4)  All  magazines  or  places  where  explosives  are  stored  must 
be  kept  clean  and  free  from  grit,  rubbish  and  empty  packages. 

(5)  Portable  magazines  permitted  above  shall  be  made  of  fire- 
proof material  or  wood  covered  with  sheet  iron  and  shall  be  con- 
spicuously marked,  '^Magazine-Explosives." 

5-911.  Blasting.— No  person  shall  blast  or  carry  on  any  blast- 
ing operations  without  first  having  obtained  a  permit  from  the 
bureau  of  fire  prevention.  The  applicant  for  such  permit  must 
file  a  bond  deemed  adequate  in  each  case  by  the  b.ureau  of  fire 
prevention,  which  bond  shall  become  available  in  the  payment  of 
any  damage  arising  from  the  neglect  of  the  contractor  or  his 
agents  or  employees.
